I must at once confess my puzzle- 
ment at “Launzi”’. I have been think- 
ing about this piece ever since I saw 
it and connot yet arrive at the reason 
for the interest it created in me. This 
is a pretty bad predicament for a critic 
to be in. He is supposed to be capable 
of analyzing a play, to know whether 
he likes or dislikes it, and then con- 
vert his reasoning into terms which 
will be intelligible to his readers. And 
here your reporter finds himself unable 
to say whether he liked the play or 
not and is quite at a loss to explain 
his bewilderment. What a fine situ- 
ation to be in! But there it is and I 
feel better already for admitting as 
much. 

Perhaps a brief outline of “Launzi” 
will help you understand the situation. 
Launzi, then, is the daughter of a 
young mother who has run away from 
her husband and is living with another 
man. She is in love with a young 
man, but he is in love with her mother 
and declares much. Launzi de- 
cides to leave her mother and return 
Mio her father. The unrequited love 
gnaws within her and attempts 
to commit suicide by drowning, being 
rescued by a sailor.

Now this is a very sketchy outline 
of the plot, tho more or less straight- 
forward. I am only fearful that knit-

pression that the play is more co- 
herent than it really is. It is the re- 
sult of looking back on what has 
transpired ‘ter the play is over and 
can give no just feeling of one’s sen- 
sations during the progress of the 
drama. These are a puzzling mix- 
ture, and I can only liken them to 
what one feels on hearing a good 


singer vocalizing. We hear beautiful 
sounds issuing from the throat, but 
there are no words, only melody. We 
know we are hearing a beautiful thing, 
but it has no entity, and, while we 
may admire the technical proficiency 
of the artist, the performance leaves 
us cold. 

That is something like “Launzi”. 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, a poet of a 
very high order, has provided an adap- 
tation which is pure music, the sound 
of the words and their rhythm charm 
your ears; Robert Edmond Jones hyp- 
notizes you with his lights and his 
pictures; Arthur Hopkins shuffles the 
actors around in telling stage pictures 
and the cast gives tongue to Miss 
Millay’s melodies in mezzo-voce tones. 
The whole is Exercise 22 from Con- 
cone’s “Fifty Lessons for the Medium 
Voice”, vocalized by a charming dra- 
matic soprano. I am sorry if this is 
not plain, but at least my cards are 
on the table, face up. 


Now, the strange part of all this is, 
it holds you interested. Not the in- 
terest one fee's at the tense situation 
or the unraveling of a mystery, but an 
interest of something within one. Is 
this the result Molnar was seeking? 
If so, is it a new genre of drama? I 
do not know. I do not even know 
whether I liked it or not. All I can 
honestly say is that I was interested 
and bemused. ' 

The performance of the cast was 
carefully gauged to fit in with the 
mood of the play. No one spoke as 
he or she would in natural life and all 
kept very nearly to a monotone. It 
was effective, too, in the same sense 
that “Ein Ton” is effective, or that the 
repetition of the E in the main theme 
of the second movement of the 
Beethoven Symphony in A major or 
the use of the monotone in the open- 
ing bars of “The Lost Chord” is ef- 
fective, but as a steady diet it would 
be unbearable. It fit well, tho, into 
the mood of “Launzi”. 


Pauline Lord bore the burden of the 
play on her shoulders and gave a fine 
portrayal of the role within the limi- 
tations mentioned above. Adrienne 
Morrison was markedly effective as 
Launzi’s mother and Albert Bruning 
as her father was excellent. Saxon 
Kling was the young lover and brought 
a certain definiteness and sincerity to 
his playing that was altogether good, 
Edward Robinson was the sailor who 


rescued Launzi and gave’a splendid 
rendition of the part, while Charles 


Millward and Mary Hubbard managed 


their roles well. There were any num- 
ber of smaller parts. These were in 
the competent hands of Xenia Polinoff, 
Irene Shirley, Edith Yeager, Mildred 
Whitney, Edgar Stchli, Wm. J. McClure, 
Benedict MacQuarrie, Lark Taylor and 
Christine Compton, and a group of 
children made up of Miriam Battista, 


Violet D'Angelo, Charles Eaton, Alfred 
Little, Nettie .llister and Eleanor 
Steiner was very charming. 

Arthur Hopkins has evidently spared 
nothing to moke “Launzi”’ an effective 
production. Thruout it bears the 
marks of careful planning and thought-

ful execution. How the Broadway 
theatergoers will take it is another 
matter entirely. Tam afraid that most 
of them—and this is fortified by the 
vagrant comment which came to my 
ears between the acts—will be in the 
same position as your reviewer. I 
think they will be puzzled, tho may- 
hap they will be entertained by the 
puzzling. More than one puzzle has 
been a big moneymaker for the in- 
ventor.

Before the blow came he had spent 
$300 in advertising, sold a lot of tickets 
and rejected Fortune Gallo’s applica- 
tion to present his opera company at 
a generous split on the night of Oc- 
tober 14. 

The first inkling of the strange ways 
of the Keith booking offices was dis- 
closed when Schlesinger ran the fol- 
lowing signed display ad in yester- 
day’s edition of the Newark news- 
papers: 

“Owing to the fact that the B. FP. Keith 
Voudeville Booking Office has failed to furnish 
a program of acts In accordance with its agree- 
ment with me, there will be no concert Sunday, 
October 14, at the Shubert Theater.” 

Schlesinger and his associates in control of 
the Broad street house last month took a lease 
on the Shubert for a term of ten years, with 


the intention of presenting there first-class 
legitimate road attractions, booked thru FEr- 
langer and the Shuberts, formerly staged at 


the Broad. Prior to this the Shuberts had 
used the Shubert Theater to house their now 
defunct vaudeville units. Schlesinger, after 
deciding to put on a variety bill on Sunday 
nights, got in touch with the Proctor Theater 
management in Newark, and sounded them as 
to their attitude on the project. Finding it 
favorably inclined toward the idea, Schlesinger 
applied to the Keith booking office for a Sunday 
night program of acts.

the Empire. 

According to Marty, just prior to the open- 
ing of the season he was approached by Al 
Singer, general manager of the M, B. A., and 
Ben Levine, a theatrical promoter, with the 
proposition that he (Marty) as the lessee of 
the Empire become affiliated with Singer and 
Levine in a corporation in which Marty would 
receive 20 per cent of the profits and a weekly 
salary as treasurer of the Empire in return 
for his assignment of the lease to the corpora- 
tion, and this he agreed to do, but the corpora- 
tion never materialized and the first three weeks 
of the season the house played to losses which 
Singer and Levine refused to make good, there- 
by leaving the burden of liabilities to Johnson. 
In addition to that Marty says that Singer 
and Levine accepted $1,800 from Charlie Me- 
Donnel, a candy concessionaire, for the privi- 
lege of selling prize package candy in the 
theater, which was prohibited in Johnson's 
lease of the theater in order to protect a candy 
store adjacent to the theater controlled by the 
estate controlling the theater property. 

When Messrs. Singer and Levine failed to 
make good on the first three losses

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ALBEE CLASHES WITH PAINTERS’ UNION OVER HIP. JOB } 


Employed Nen-Uaion Men in 
Violation of Agreement, 
Labor Body Charges 


UNION INTIMATES HALT 
OF FURTHER OPERATIONS 


EW YORK, Oct. 13.—E. F. 

Albee’s attitude toward or- 

ganized labor has led to a 
clash with the New York District 
Council of the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paper- 
hangers which threatens to as- 
sume serious proportions. 

Not only has the Keith organiza- 
tion’s head incurred the disapprobation 
and distrust of the local painters’ 
union, but he has brought down upon 
himself a threat on the part of the 
State Federation of Labor to place him 
on the “We-don’'t-patronize list”, a 
legal subterfuge for boycott. 

Philip Zausner, secretary of the New 
York District Council of the painters’ 
union, in an exclusive interview with 
The Billboard this week, charged that 
from 20 to 30 Negro non-union laborers 
were employed at the Hippodrome on 
a job that should have been handled 
by union painters and that the Negroes 
were kept at work, under the direction 
of an Albee employee, for ‘five weeks 
at a wage rate of about one-third 
gat paid union men. 

Mhile the general reconstruction work is 
mc handled by the owners of the Hippo- 
me Building, Albee had made it part of his 
ease to take care of the painting and decorat- 
ing of the theater, Zausner explained. At the 


same time Albee is under contract with the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators not 
to employ other than union men in his thea- 
ters, it is claimed. 


Saved $5,000 on Job 


When Zausner learned that the 
Negro laborers were engaged in 
removing the kalsomine and old 
paint from the walls and ceilings 
of the theater, disttnctly paint- 
ers’ preparatory work, he at once 
tried to get in touch with Albee. 
Furthermore, according to Zaus- 
ner, the Negroes were receiving 
$3.75 a day, while Albee would 
have to pay the painters $10 for 
an eight-hour day, thus, it was 
estimated, saving $5,000 on the 
job. 


“The first day I heard of the non-union 


laborers working on the job,’’ Zausner said, 
“I tried to get Mr. Albee on the telephone, 
but he was not to be gotten. Mr. Robinson, 


jhis secretary, told me he was very; very sorry 


that this condition prevailed and he was cer- 
tain that Mr. Albee would never allow any 
norunion conditions in his theaters. He then 


assured me he would bring the matter at once 
to Mr. Albee’s attention. 

“For five weeks Mr. Robinson and I carried 
on the same conversation on the telephone, but 
Mr. Albee was not available. I with 
Mr. Robinson whether he couldn't do anything 
‘No,” he would answer,

Amplifier System for 
Remodeled Hippodrome 


Will Also Use Concave Roof as 
Means of Overcoming Acous- 
tical Problem 


_— 


New York, Oct. 13—Considerable study toward 


solving the problem of acoustics for the re- 
modeled Hippodrome is being given by the 
architects in charge of remodeling the big 
showhouse for the Keith organization. 

The news that the large stage apron has 


been removed, setting the curtain back at least 
43 feet, is causing much speculation among 


showmen as to’ how the Hippodrome manage- 
ment plans to overcome the problem of dis- 
tance and sound. In the old house a person 
sitting back in the balcony or any part of 
the gallery found great difficulty in hearing 
what was being said on the stage. 

Before the old stage apron or tankcase was 
den.olished the distance from the foots to the 
balcony was 57 feet. Recent alterations have 
increased this distance to about 100 feet. As 
for the gallery, the new distance from the 
proscenium to the foot of that tier has been 
increased to 127 feet. Incidentally, the Keith 
management plans to call the ok! balcony the 
“mezzanine circle’? and the old gallery will 
be dubbed ‘‘balcony’’. 

To overcome the auditory handicaps of: the 
theater the architects have ripped out the 
old flat ceiling over the stage and have built 
a concave roof curving out toward the audi- 
torium. Within this new top there have been 
installed sounding boards and in the footlights 
transmitters of the latest design. Thru a 


sort of megaphone in the footlights the sounds 
upon the will be electrically

out over the house. Later, if found expedient, 
amplifiers will be added to the acoustic equip- 
ment so that the very drop of a pin can be 
heard in every corner of the house. 


The stage treatment of the overhauled play- 


house will be similar to that of the new 
big Broadway houses, notably the Capitol and 
State Theaters, the architects say The dis- 
tance from the proscenium of the new Hippo- 


drome to the wall of the gallery fs no greater 
than that of the Capitol Theater—175 feet— 
the architects point out, 

As for the great increase “in sight from the 
balcony and gallery the architects declare that 


this condition will heighten the illusion of 
the stage spectacles and in no way impair 
the enjoyment of the patron way back in 


the gallery, or, rathpr, balcony, 

Incidentally, ft was disclosed that the entire 
orchestra floor was ripped out and a new floor 
installed at a much higher-graded level.

Keith's infuence and control in the small- 
time field exercised not alone over those 
theaters in which it has a financial interest, 
but over all the theaters which book thru the 
Family Department of B. F. Keith’s Vande- 
ville Exchange on the fifth floor of the Palace 
Theater Building New York City and also 
thro the branches of the exchange located in 
Chicago and Boston It is roughly estimated 
that there are altogether from 300 to 350 small. 
time theaters which book thru Keith's Vaude- 
tille Exchange (a1! branches), including Keith's 
own houses as well as those houses and cir- 
cuits with which Keith's bas me rely a booking 
agreement. All these theaters may be thought 
of as forming the Keith small-time ‘bloc’ 
because by virtue of the booking agreements 
Keith's is in a position to and does completely 
dominate their policies, and is in a position to 
and does completely control all the actors who 
perform in any of the theaters, 

According to our definition of a circuit given 
earlier in this report, these 300-350 theaters 
teally constitute the Keith small-time circuit, 
or various Keith small-time circuits, such as 
Western or Southern. In a narrow sense, only 
the Keith owned, leased or operated theaters 
form the Keith ¢ reuit, the balance being inde- 
Pendently owned houses and circuits which 
merely book thru Keith's Vaudeville Exchange 
We do not, however, get a true impression of 
the situation unless we bear in mind that 
these theaters, as well as the actors who ap- 
pear on their stages, are all under the control 
and the domination of the Kelth interests and 
al! book thru the Ketth booking offices, and 
are, therefore, for all practicable purposes, one 
Or several Keith smali-ttme circuits. It fs in 
this light that we believe they should be 
looked upon. 

In just how many of these 300-350 small- 
me theaters Ketth has a financtal interest 
We have been unabie to find out. In Appendix 
ll we list the following theaters as owned, 
leased and operated by Kefth's. 

Five theaters controlled by B. FP. 
Keith's New York Theaters Co. 
Seven theaters controlled by Greater 

Philadelphia Amusement Co. (owned

This makes a total of nineteen small-time 
theaters which the Keith Circuit controls thru 
Ownership, lease or operation, ‘There undoubt- 
edly are many others as well, 

A few words must be said about the Moss 
and Proctor cireuits. These two circuits main- 
tain separate identities and are usually spoken 
Of as “affiliated” circuits, Altho they include

HIGHLIGHTS IN FOREGOING INSTALLMENT 


1. Prior to 1900 the vaudeville theaters in the country were owned 
singly or in comparatively small groups by numerous independent in- 
terests, securing their acts thru independent anents. 

2. After 1900, and more decidedly+after 1906, control of vaudeville, 
especially of big-time vaudeville, passed gradually into control of the Keith 
interests east of Chicago and of the Orpheum in the West. 

3. Practices resorted to by managers force actors into White Rats 
as only hope of protection against abuses; managers, in turn, instituting 
the blacklist as weapon against union.

We now come to an examination of the 
extent of Orpheum’s influence in the small-time 
field in its territory—Chicago and the West. 
As in the case of Keith's, Orpheum’s control 
extends over the theaters with which it has 
merely a booking agreement as well as over 
the theaters it actually owns, leases or oper- 
ates. 

The Western Vaudeville Managers’ Associa- 
tion is a booking office incorporated under the 
laws of the State of Dlinois in 1905. It has 
a nominal capital of $10,000 common stock, 
divided inte 100 shares of $100 par value, all 
of which is owned by Orpheum Circuit, Inc. 

The Western Vandeville Managers’ Associa- 
tion books all the Junior Orpheum houses and 
in addition a great many other bouses in 
‘um Circuit, Inec., has probably no 
financial interest. These houses are said to 
number about 250, of which thirty-six are 
sted in the appendix, the names of the bal- 
ance not being readily obtainable. The W. V. 
M. A., it should be noted, does not own, lease 
or operate any houses, but acts merely as a 
exchange. In connection with the 
Ww. V. M. A. it may be worth while to digress 
a moment and say a few words about the 
development of vaudeville in Chicago.

Vaudeville in Chicago dates back to 1882, 
when C. E. Kohl and George Middleton founded 
the first dime museum. Kohl & Middleton's 
West Side Museum was followed by their Clark 
Street Museum in 1883.

So much for the small-time sphere of influ- 
ence of the Keith-Orpheum interests. It has 
not been possible to state with complete cer- 
tainty the exact number of small-time theaters 
coming under the control of these two groups 
or the names of all the circuits which are 
affiliated with them either thru booking agree- 
ments or financial control. Furthermore, there 
may be some errors in classification in, the 
lists of theaters presented in the appendix. 
It would require a theater-to-theater canvass 
to ascertain the status of all the vaudeville 
houses in the United States and Canada—either 
that or free access to the records of the vari- 
ous booking offices. However, the lists have 


been carefully compiled from all available 
records and sources of information and are 
believed to be reasonably accurate, certainly 


sufficiently so to establish beyond doubt the 
vastness of the operations and the extent of 
the influence of, Keith’s and the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit. 


| Independent Circuits }' 


We now turn to the independent houses, 
circuits and bookers. These are all technically 
known as “opposition”, tho the opposition 
edict is not strictly enforced against all of . 
them. To be what may be called real oppo- 
sition, a house ¢r circuit must play vaudeville 
in direct competition with Keith or Orpheum 
owned, leased or operated houses.

“Make Believe” and clowns. Some talk of the

flopped, 

The man next soloed on violin with good 
attack and breadth of tone, playing a medley 
including part of “ll Trovatore™ played in rag. 
This was sold to a good hand. 

The girl in change of costume sanc “I'm 
Forever Blowing Bubb'es", as she thought it 
MIGHT have been done by David Warfield, 
George Cohan, Irene Bordoni and Bert Wil- 
Hams. “MIGHT” is right for all of them— 
but very UNLIKELY! 

Between the Bordon! and Bert Williams at- 
tempt there was some tal, including the 
**show-them-your-gold-tooth-talk and business,"’ 
after the manner of Bert and Retty Wheeler. 

“T'll Say She Does"’ was used for a closing 
number, the team not getting much at the 
performance reviewed Eliminating the near 
imitations and infecting a few snappy, up-to- 
date numbers would help—also the elimination 
of the gold-tooth business and talk. M. H. 


PHINA AND COMPANY 


Reviewed Wednesday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 10, at Loew’s American Theater, 
New York. Style—Singing. Setting— 
Three. Time—Ten minutes. 

The act opens with several numbers sung by 
a couple of colored girls, with poor enunciation 
and diction and in mechanical style. There is 
also a pianist and a straight man; the latter 
sings—rather talks—‘‘Stella’’ and follows with 
a dance that showed nothing particularly new. 
The pianist does ‘‘Every Night I Cry Myself to 
Sleep Over You’’. No one seemed to care, very 
little applause greeting his efforts. 

The best number of the offering was done by 
an unbilled girl, who sang in forceful voice 
“Falling in Love’, and made a hit. ‘“‘Ssh— 
here comes Miss Phina’’ followed, and, looking 
somewhat stouter than in the days when, as 
Josephine Gassman, she sang “I'll Carve that 
Nigger to the Bone”, Phina entered. 

Her numbers were “Outside of That’’ and 
“Walk, Jennie, Walk’; the orchestra being 
entirely too forte, especially so in the latter 
song. 

When reviewed the offering failed to get 
over, but was not the only act in this category 
at the Wednesday matinee. M. H. 


CHARLES MARTIN 

Reviewed Wednesday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 10, at Loew's American Theater, 
New York. Style—Singing. Séetting— 
One. Time—Thirteen minutes. 

Charles Martin appears in cowboy getup and 
sings in good baritone a number of songs. He 
also attempts a higher register somewhat 
piano. This added nothing to his entertain- 
ment and is of doubtful import. 

The numbers rendered were “Sweetheart’’, 
from “Maytime”; ‘‘When He Plays on His Big 
Bass Viol’’, ‘“‘That’s What They Make Mothers 
For’’ and the Toreador song from ‘‘Carmen’’. 

Taking an encore with the Toreador number 
showed poor judgment, particularly after the 
long wait, the stalling of the spot and the 
playing of the orchestra. When reviewed some 
in the gallery hissed their disapproval because 
Martin did not come back as soon as they 
expected him to. This did not seem to be 
his fault. 

He has a good, robust Varitoné, but does not 
seem to have acquired the vaudeville mannér 
or atmosphere, nor is he professional or grace- 
ful in taking bows. The broad smile, repeated 
several times, looks set and unnatural. 


MANILLO BROTHERS

—Three. Time—Five minutes. 

The Manillo Brothers, dressed and made up 
as two Chinamen, do a routine of acrobatic 
stunts, including tumbling. One of the feats 
that gained applause was the successive cross- 
ing of feet by the topmounter while perched 
on the understander’s shoulders. 

Over nicely opening the show and is a good 
turn of its kind for the medium houses, altho 
nothing sensational. M. H. 


FRISCH AND SADLER 

Reviewed Thursday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 11, at Loew's American Theater, 
New York. Style—Singing. Setting— 
One. Time—Fifteen minutes. 

Billy Frisch, who was formerly of “A Trip 
to Hitland’’, and Miss Sadler, who was in a 
sister act, opened with “‘While the Wedding 
Bells Were Ringing’’. Some talk precedes a 
number of Frisch's older numbers, including 
“When Tony Goes Over the Top’, “‘Don't For- 
get the Salvation Army” and “Jimbo Jambo". 
A new number, “‘Cannibolo’’, was a hit. Miss 
Sadler returned to sing ‘Oh, How He Lied”, 
and the two used “Sleepy Hills of Tennessee”’ 
for a finish. “I'll Be Laughing at You" was 
used for an encore, the couple jockeying some- 
what for applause.

JIM REYNOLDS 

Reviewed Thursday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 11, at Loew's American Theater, 
New York.

Jim Reynolds is a likable fellow with a very 
pleasing personality, who sells his material 
well and was a distinct hit when reviewed.

UIT to recover $4,233.33 from the American 


Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers and its treasurer, Raymond Hub- 
bell, has been filed in the Supreme Court, New 


York City, on an order signed by Justice Harry 
L. Taylor, of Erie County, transferring the 
suit from there. The action is brought against 
the society by George W. Pound, attorney, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., who alleges he was employed 
as associate counsel by the societv at a salary 
of $12,000 per annum and served in that capac- 
ity until May 1 last. He charges there is due 
him the amount sued for, which he says rep- 
resents salary for the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April last and for part 


of the month of April, 1922. 
The defendants, however, say that Pound 


agreed to look after the interests of their 
society and make his headquarters in Wash- 
ington, D. C., altho he was to be available 
for work elsewhere, and was given permission 
to accept work from others provided it did 
not conflict with the work of the society.

NEW YORK’S BUSIEST WEEK 


Nine Productions Scheduled To Open—No Cur- 
tailment of Activities by Producing 
Managers 


New York, Oct, 18.—The busiest week which 
Broadway has bad to face-this season starts 
next Monday night. Nine plays will be pre- 
sented for inspection, five of them on Monday 
night. This would seem to effectively dispel 
the notion that the producing managers are 
curtailing their activities this season. 

The conflict of openings on Monday night is 
reviving talk that the managers should get 
together and prevent such a happening. Most 
of the dailies here have one stellar critic, who 
covers the most important opening on any 
night when there is more than one premiere. 
This show gets the cream of the notices and 
the reat are left scrapping for the skim milk, 
for most of the space available is taken by 
the first critic and his assistants have to be 
content with a few inches. It would seem to 
be an easy matter for the managers to come 
together and decide as to which shows and 
how many shall be presented on a given night, 
but so far, while there has been a lot of talk 
about doing this, nothing has been accom- 
plished. 

The plays to be presented next week are 
“The White Desert’, the Grand Guignol Play- 
ers in a repertoire of one-act plays; William 
Hodge in ‘‘For All of Us"; Sothern and Mar- 
lowe in “The Taming of the Shrew", “The 
Player Queen’? and “The Showing Up of 
Blanco Posnet’’, in one bill; “The Shame 
Woman", “Ginger, ‘The Dancers’ and the 
new “Ziegfeld Follies’’. 

The Grand Guignol Players, whose coming 
has been heralded for months, will open their 
season on Monday at the Frolic Theater, with 
four short plays in French. These are “Sur 
le Banc’, by Henry Hirsch; ‘‘Au Rat Mort, 
@abinet No. 6", by Andre de Lord and Pierre 
Chaine; “Une Nuit au Rouge’’, by Charles 
Mere, and ‘“‘Le Court Circuit’, by Benjamin 
Rabier and Eugene Jouliet. ‘he players in-

DUSE SAILS FOR AMERICA 


New York, Oct. 12,—According to a cable 
received here, Eleonora Duve, the famous Italian 
tragedienne, has already left Cherbourg, France, 
on the Olympic to begin her farewell engage- 
ment in America, her first appearance in this 
country in twenty years, Sailing with her are 
three other members of her repertory company. 
The remainder of Duse’s company will sail 
direct from Genoa, 

Following her arrival in New York on Oc- 
tober 17, Duse will rest for a period of ten 
days. The only night performanee will be 
given by the actresa on October 29 at the 
Metropojitan Opera House. 

Before sailing, Duse offered the frank state- 
ment that her special appearance in America 
was one of dire necessity. Paris critics saw 
in the Italian tragedienne a ‘‘more divine 
actress than ever before."’ Upon being inter- 
viewed just before sailing, Duse said: “My 
going to America is a necessity and is not 
governed by my own wishes. I am obliged to 
accept the flattering offers of Morris Gest be- 
cause I am poor. I am literally trembling at 
the thought of the publicity I am bound to 
receive on my arrival. All my life I have, 
perhaps, been the only actress with a genuine 
horror of seeing my name in print. I have 
suffered much.” The famous actress has led 
a secluded life for many years, and not until 
two years ago did she appear on the stage at 
the personal request of the Queen of Italy. 
Duse suffered a nervous breakdown at the cone 
clusion of her engagement in London last 
summer.

Ruth Donnelly, who has often been hailed as 
“The Girl With the Million Dollar Com- 
plexion"’, was engaged in the act of disguising 
that tributary of beauty with cosmetic touches 
of subdued dissipation to suggest the effect 
of confinement in a reformatory, when we 
dropped in on her.

Henry Gordon, Georges Renavant, Howard MiI- 
ler and several other members of the cast who 
were basking ia the sunshine of Ruth Donnelly's 
ever-ready wit.) 

Georges Renavant bowed deeply and kissed 
his hand to the poetic ether, murmuring some- 
thing about never contradicting a Madamoiselle. 

Lida Kane, the doting mother of Ginger Kane 
of “‘Tangerine’’ fame and now with the road 
“Music Box Revue", nodded her head sym- 
pathetically and said “So I have always told 
Ginger”. 

“Tell, us, Ruth,”’ we urged, “about the time 
you called on Rose Stahl (also a Trentonian) 
and persuaded her to give you your frst 
chance.”” 

“Oh,”’ exclaimed Ruth, “DEAR Rose Stahl? 
To my childish imagination she moved in an 
aura of romance, created undoudtedly by 
mother’s reminiscences about the days when 
she and Rose Stabl were girlhood chums.

She didn't tread the 
weary Broadway trail, knocking fer opportu- 
nities, for her pretty face and—weil, her audac- 
ity won her a summer's engagement with a 
film company. Ruth rejoiced then, for it meant 
money to send home to mother and the kid- 
dies. 


The following season saw her on the road 
again in Lola Fisher’s part in ‘‘Under Cover’, 
with H. B. Warner. Then followed engage- 
ments as the telephone operator in “A Scrap 
of Paper’, with Robert Hilliard: tn “Going 
Up”, “A Princess There Was'’, “‘The Meanest 
Man in the World” and “Madeline of the 
Movies’, with George Cohan himself.

“They say,"" mused Ruth, emphasizing the 
arch of an eyebrow with a crayon, “that you've 
sunk to the lowest depths of literary degrada- 
tion when you write lyrics for popular songs. 
And I belleve it when I hear ‘Yes, We Have 
No Bananas’, the song that has left nothing 
but soup and salad for other song composers 
to write about! But to atone for that deg- 
radation (writing song lyrics) I am in the 
throes of writing a novel.. The title fs a 
profound secret. But the book is going to 
have thrills, You see I've SO many Interest- 
ing experiences to write about." e

FOR ONE-NIGHTERS 


House Managers Indicate Favor 
for Small Legitimate Shows 
—Movie Popularity 
Dying 


A noticeable point of interest to managers 
of small one-night-stand shows is that this fall 
The Billboard is carrying in every issue ads 
from house managers asking for attractions. 
It shows at least that the one-nighters are 
coming in demand—that pictures are not the 
novelty they were. That the one-night-stand 
attraction is destined to flourish once more is 
brought home with emphasis by Robert J. Sher. 
man, the Ohicago playwright, who writes as 
follows: 

“The agencies in Chicago devoted to routing 
shows are also receiving inquiries about avail- 
able shows, In fact several of the older one- 
night-stand managers are figuring on trying out 
the posisbilities again of booking and sending 
out a show. It is still hard to find consecu- 
tive booking, and if the theater managers, who 
would play a show, would make this fact 
known thru The Billboard there are men 
ready and waiting to give them the attractions. 
In fact, I believe that The Billboara would 
gladly devote space in directory form at a cost 
of a few cents weekly to such managers who 
are looikng for attractions. The manager's 
name, name of theater and town would suf- 
fice. If one-night-stand managers could be as- 
sured of three or fout nights a week in con- 
tracts before they start out nearly all of 
them would take a chance on their agent being 
able to fill the one cr two open nights a week 
and we would soon have the people back in the 
habit of attending the one-night stand. At- 
tending this class of show is a habit with the 
public, the same as attending the local picture 


show. But, people will never be brought back 
to the habit by watchful waiting. Someone 
has to start them again, and, Mr. House 


Manager, it is to a point where it depends upon 
you. The sows are willing and ready if you 
can give them a date to play. Mr. Garrison, a 
well-known advance agent, told me that last 
week in the interest of a one-night-stand mana- 
ger he put out thirty letters to see how mana- 
gers felt about booking shows. To date seventeen 
have replied, fifteen favorably. Last season I 
knew of one case where a manager sent out 100 
letters and received but two answers, both de- 
clining to book a one-night-stand show.”

The City Council of Shreveport, La., granted

Brooklyn by his own company, assisted by 
Alice Gentle, Lois Ewell, Ricardo Bonelli, Mar- 
guerite Sylva and Robert Ringling as guest 
artists. For the past six years Mr. Zuro has 
been director of productions at the Riesenfeld 
theaters in New York City, where he has 
created many elaborate presentations of ex- 
cerpts from operas.

ZIEGFELD SAYS 
“NEVER AGAIN” 


Makes Annual Pronouncement 
That He Is Thru Produc- 
ing ‘Follies’ 


New York, Oct. 13.—Florenz Ziegfeld came 
out this week with his annual story of never 
again producing his ‘Follies’. Bach year 
Ziegfeld uses the same stuff and each time 
he gets free space in the papers for it. His 
wail this year is the same as before, viz.: 
that the mounting cost of production makes 
it impossible to operate the ‘‘Follies’’ at a 
profit and he must perforce discontinue the 
show. In the meantime his new ‘‘Follies’’ is 
aecheduled to open October 20 at the New Ams- 
terdam Theater, and Broadway has no fears 
that it will be the last of the series. 

Ziegfeld made the latest of his series of 
aunual statements known to the world in the 
following wistful language: 

“It is with the greatest regret that I am 
compelled to announce it will be impossible 
to continue producing the ‘Follies’ after this 
year unless conditions materially change and 
I see no hope of a change. -I appreciate and 
am greatful for the great compliment paid to 
me by other producers who took my original 
revue, the first produced eighteen years ago, 
as a pattern for their own offerings. I only 
resent the appropriation of my title, the word 
‘Follies’, which 1 originated. 

“I can produce no more ‘Follies’ because I 
have spoiled the public and no theater is large 
enough and the prices charged are not high 
enough to meet the tremendous expenses de- 
veloped in recent years. The original ‘Follies’ 
cost $13,000 to produce and $3,800 weekly to 
run. The coming ‘Follies’ will cost more than 
$350,000 and $26,000 weekly to run. The cost 
of rehearsals has jumped from $1,000 a week 
to ten times that sum. 

“The size of the production makes it neces- 
eary to close the New Amsterdam at a cost 
of $6,000 a week rental. The bill for stage 
hands this week alone while the house is 
closed is enormous. To rehearse one alleged 
comedy scene for a period of one week at odd 
times it was necessary to employ two stage 
clearers who 4o nothing but move chairs around. 
The bill which I have just paid for these two 
men moving chairs for six days is $172. That 
is why the goose that for eighteen years has 
laid the golden egg for so many people has 
been killed by greed. The cost of production 
has also multiplied rapidly. The chorus cos- 
tumes average $500 each instead of $55 when 
the first ‘Follies’ was produced. 

“I bave received a proposition to produce 
revues in London and Paris, where conditions 
are not so crushing as they are here in America, 
but before departing I want to give the public 
the newest and most beautiful ‘Follies’ of 
them all. That, I hope, will be the verdict on 
the new show next week, for, as the saying is, 
it will be my Swan Song in production of 
these massive revues, 

“TI will not lower the standards of the pro- 
duction of “The Tollies’ and so I will abandon 
the series. Any offerings I may make here- 
after will be less pretentious both in theme 
and magnitude.” 


NEW STONE SHOW STARTS 


New York, Oct. 12.—Fred Stone will be pre- 
sented in **‘The Stepping Stones”, the musical 
comedy by Anne Caldwell and R. H. Burnside, 
with the score furnished by Jerome Kern, next 
week in New Haven.

Seeking Relief Thru Scribner—Recognition of 


Scribner’s Ability as a Redeemer 
of Burlesque 


New York, Oct. 9.—Rumors around Colum- 
bia Corner this morning that the Mutual Bur- 
lesque Association was on the verge of col- 
lapse caused many discussions and debates 
among burlesquers who held interests in the 
Mutual theaters and shows on the circuit, es 
pecially the franchise-holders on the Mutual 
who hed put up $1,000 with the Mutual Bur- 
lesque Association to be held in escrow for 
the proper fulfillment of their contracts to 
produce and present shows that would meet 
the requirements of the M. B. A. and the 
theaters on the circuit. 

An ad in the%trical journals for people to 
take part in a burlesque stock company at 
George Jaffe’s Academy Theater, Pittsburg, Pa., 
led many to believe that it meant the pulling 
out of that house from the Mutual Circuit by 
Jaffe. 

The visit of Charles Barton, manager of the 
Garrick Theater, Wilmington, Del., to this city 
for the purpose of canceling the bookings of 
Mutual Circuit shows for his theater and their 
replecement by dramatic stock indicated the 
loss of another house on the circuit, and the 
rumors became more general that the Mutual 
would in all probability collapse, and this was 
strengthened by the report that Fred Strouss 
had not received his share of the receipts 
guaranteed his company, “Snappy Snaps’’, for 
its week's engagement at the Empire Theater, 
Hoboken, N. J. 

On top of those well-founded rumors came 
others that the costume people who had fur- 
nished the costumes for twenty-four Mutual 
Circuit shows were dissatisfied and were offering 
the sale of their contract to the officials of 
the M. B. A. as a means of relief. A Brook- 
lyn scenic artist added to the rumors that he 
could not collect for many sets of scenery he 
had furnished for Mutual Circuit shows with 
Payment guaranteed by the M. B. A, 

On top of those rumors came the announce- 
ment that John G. Jermon had divorced him- 
self from the M, B. A., that the Herk faction 
from the West had passed up all overtures to 
become affiliated with the M. B. A., and that 
it would be up to Dr. Tunison, of Trenton, 
_ Oe SSE 
land, 0., vice-president of the M. B. A., to 
take the reins in hand and bring order out of 
chaos. jut at noon today they could not be 
6een for a statement as to their intentions, 
therefore the rumors were not denied by any- 
one in authority at the M. B. A. executive 
offices. 

From ‘‘Bungling Burlesquers’? the M. B. A. 
appeared to be ‘Battling Burlesquers’’, and 
this led up to a proposal of several of those 
most vitally interested that a committee be 
appointed to wait on Sam A. Scribner and seek 
his assistance in protecting their personal in- 
terests and that of burlesque in general. 

The plan, as outlined by the prime mover, 
was to solicit Mr. Scribner’s aid in organizing 
an altogether new circuit to replace the 
Mutval, with Mr. Scribner acting as an un- 
offciai counselor to the promoters and the 
executives after the organization had been 
properly incorporated, for the purpose of con- 
ducting a popular-price circuit that would in 
no way become strong opposition to the in- 
terests of the Columbia Circuit, but act as a 
feeder for the Columbia Circuit by keeping 
shows on the new circuit so clean that it would 
tend to uplift the title of burlesque for all 
companies presenting that form of entertain- 
ment, at the same time schocling the perform- 
ers to qualify themselves for advancement into 
Columbia Circuit companies. 


The promoter of the plan is working on the 
theory that it would prove to the best interests 
of the Columbia Amusement Company to foster 
a plan of this kind in order to keep the houses 
frem putting in stock companies that may 
tend to degrade the name of burlesque in the 
minds of the public. 


The promoters of the plan songht the aid 
of a confidant to lay the proposition before 
Mr. Scribner at noon today, but as he had 
entrained for Philadelphia at 11 a.m. it was

and unison in dancing—was more than made ep 
for by their vivaciousness and evident enjoy- 
ment in their work. 

Rose Bernard, an attractive, titian-tinted, 
modelesque, sizzling soubret, made a good flash 
in tichts and what she lacked in singing and 
dancing ability was overbalanced by her pleas- 
ing personality. 

Bernie Clark, a clean-cut, classy juvenile,

George C. Mack, a manly appearing straight, 
staged a money-exchange bit for Comic Grogan 
in his usual Irish makeup and mannerism, and 
Jules Jacobs in a Dutch characterization that 
can pass muster for Billy “Beef Trust’’ Wat- 
son minus Watson's dry droll humor, pulled 
many laughs and evoked much applause on his 
own account.

Mack and Bernard in their singing and talk- 
ing specialty, with Mack working in the or- 
chestra aisle and Miss Bernard on stage, did 
it far better in this show than in former shows 
in which we have reviewed them and their 
act. 

Seene 83 was a fancy interior for Straight 
Mack as the artist posing the comics as 
Statues for the inspection of feminine patrons, 
Which led up to the introduction of four 
animated dolls, and Grogan's working of the 
bit was a laughgetter. 


Soubret Bernard as a costumed Hawaiian 
dancer was clean, clever and admirable, and 
led up to the finale of a good first part. 

PART TWO 

Scene 1 was a masterpiece of stage realism 
in a ship deck with ‘staterooms and all that 
goes with the real ship. In this scene Ingenue 
Raynor made an admirable flash of form in 
biack tights while leading a number on the 
runway. 

Captain Straight Mack, handcuffed by his 
sailors Comics Grogan and Jacobs, finally hands 
them a wallop that gives them funny falls and 
the auditors many laughs. Prima Armstrong 
made a decidedly pretty modelesque picture in 
maseuline sailor attire as a stowaway. Grogan, 
Jacobs, Mack and Clark as a singing and danc- 
ing quartet in Hebrew put it over great. Prima 
Armstrong made another admirable flash of form 
in white tights 

Juvenile Clark and Ingenue Raynor in a 
double and single singing number put it over 
with telling effect, which was enhanced by 
Musical Leader Andy Harer’s accompaniment to 
an uproar of applause.

COMMENT 


The scenery was far superior in quality and 
quantity to any shows so far reviewed this 
season on the Mutual Circuit. Prima Armstrong 
wears some stunning gowns and costumes, and 
the same is applicable to Sonubret Bernard. The 
comedy was well interspersed with double en- 
tender, but sufficiently well handled by the 
comics to rob it of all objectionable features. 
Taking the show as a whole it is a credit to 
the Mutual Circuit, and if all the shows on 
the cirenit were as clean and cleverly pre- 
sented as “Oh, Joy", there would be little 
cause for adverse criticism. Sam Raymond and 
his company have set an example that other 
producers and companies on the cireuit can fol- 
low with credit to themselves personally and 
burlesque in general.

The thing which particularly im- 
pressed me in “Battling Buttler”’ was 
the three rousing finales which closed 
each act. It is only a few years ago 
that this was the expected ending of 
an act, and no musical comedy was 
complete without the principals and 
chorus lined up, lustily shouting: 


“Behold the King, 
Ta-ran-ta-ra. 

We gaily sing, 
Ta-ran-ta-ra.” 


Nowadays the heroine is left on the 
stage alone, basking in the lambent 
glow of an amber spot, softly weeping 
over the young millionaire who has left 
her flat because the son of the deli- 
catessen keeper has basely insinuated 
that she is only feigning love for him 
to get his money. Turning on the 
weeps and playing up the plaintive 
note have been the means used to close 
every musical comedy seen on Broad- 
way for at least a couple of years. 
What a relief, then, to hear once 
again a good, rousing, concerted num- 
ber for the curtain. And this is not 
all that is good in “Battling Buttler’. 
In fact, it has everything necessary for 
success, including a funny book, catchy 
music, a clever cast, a handsome pro- 
duction and lots of dancing. 

The story is about a fellow who 
poses as a boxing champion, and who 
has to make good his bluff by actually 
engaging in a bout. The part is played 
by Charles Ruggles in a most expert 
manner. No laughs get by him, and 
in addition he does a musical number 
or two with complete success. William 
Kent is another comedian who creates 
plenty of laughter and between these 
two men the show takes on a most 
hilarious aspect. Teddy McNamara 
was also of great assistance in the 


comedy line, as were Guy Voyer and 
Frank Sinclair. 


I stress the comedy, because it is so 
much better than one expects in a 
musical] show. There are few moments 
in “Battling Buttler’ when there is 
not a laugh to be gleaned, and this 
sets it quite apart from those shows 
which run to beauty and song, leaving 
@ yawning gap where the book ought 
to be. 

The singing also is in very com- 
petent hands. Helen Eley, Mildred 
Keats, Marie Saxon and Jack Squire at- 
tend to most of it, and do it extremely 
well. Mr. Squire deserves particular 
mention,*for he is not only possessed 
of an excellent voice, but is a com- 
petent actor as well. 

Of dancing there is plenty and all is

good. Grant and Wing made a de- 
served hit in two specialties; Sands 
and Davis and George Dobbs gave 
much delight in eccentric routines. 
Then there are the Twelve English 
“Rockets”, a dozen of the best pre- 
cision dancers one would wish to see, 
who were the big applause hit of the 
piece and earned it by graceful and 
spectacular work. The rest of the 
company, including Eugene Mc- 
Gregor, Helen La Vonne, and a very 
able chorus, were all they should be. 

It is not the individual, tho, who 
sticks out in “Battling Buttler’. It 
is the show as a whole which lingers 
in the memory. The tunes will not 
set the world afire, altho “Dancing 
Honeymoon” and “Tinkle Tune” are 
bound to be heard a lot on the phono- 
graphs and in the dance halls. It is 
not the excellence of the book and it 
is not the staging or the playing which 
carries the show over. It is the splen- 
did bringing together of all these ele- 
ments which make “Battling Buttler”’ 
the completely enjoyable entertain- 
ment it is. This work of knitting the 
piece together has been done with a 
knowing touch, and if George Choos is 
responsible for it, he is a most wel- 
come addition to the ranks of the mu- 
sical show producers. He has kept his 
production clean and tasteful, his com- 
pany works with a will and he has 
picked a real musical comedy. If he 
can keep on doing this he need do 
no worrying about the future. In the 
meantime, let us be thankful for 
“Battling Buttler”’, for it is altogether 
delightful.

I can think of no way of properly 
describing “The Nervous Wreck” short 
of calling it a “wow”. If that is un- 
dignified, so is the play. There is 
nothing subtle, polished or urbane 
about it. It is a rough, obvious and 
impolite entertainment; but it is the 
most laughable show I have witnessed 
in a good long time. I thoroly enjoyed 
every minute of it and my sides are 
aching yet. if Sam Harris has to look 
for another occupant for his theater 
before the end of this season, then 
there is something wrong with the 
show business, indeed. 


The plot of the piece gets under way 
with a hypochondriacal young man, 
full of pills and chills, taking a girl to 
the railroad station over a mountain 
trail in his flivver. The scene is laid 
in Arizona, and the girl has rebelled 
against marrying a man-killing sheriff, 
so she leaves a note saying she has 
eloped with the invalid. Their trusty 
flivver runs out of gasoline and they 
are marooned on a mountain top with 


night drawing in. Another machine 
comes along, but refuses to lend them 
some gas, whereat the so-called 
“nervous wreck” displays an unex- 
pected show of spirit by holding up 
the occupants of the car and taking 
the gus away from them. Then he and 
the girl get to the ranch house owned 
by the man they have robbed, and the 
funniest complications this writer has 
seen in years are developed. It would 
be a cruel thing to tell the story in de- 
tail, for it is not often you will get a 
chance to laugh as you will at “The 
Nervous Wreck”, and I refuse to take 
the edge off anyone’s enjoyment by 
even hinting at the play’s development. 

Otto Kruger is cast as the pill- 
swallowing young man and he gives 
a most deft performance of the role. 
I cannot imagine the part being played 
better, and the way in which he kept 
the laughs going, without the least 
sign of effort or the slightest tendency 
to overdo, was delightful to watch. It 
was the finest sort of comedy playing. 

June Walker was the girl who started 
the trouble, and she, too, realized all 
the possibilities of the part to the ut- 
most. Miss Walker played the char- 
acter with a combined air of inno- 
cence and craft that was just what it 
needed. 

Riley Hatch, as the bluff ranch 
foreman, was quite the real thing; Ed- 
ward Arnold, playing the sheriff, was 
excellent, and William Holden gave an 
utterly sincere performance of the 
irascible owner of the ranch. But it is 
hardly fair to particularize about any 
of the cast, they were all so good. 
Never did any of them step out of 
their characters; they were always 
reality itself. Let me then merely say 
that Albert Hackett, Winifred Welling- 
‘ton, Hobart Cavanaugh, J. Elmer 
Thompson and Joseph Brennan made 
up the rest of the company and con- 
tributed each and severally to a bal- 
ance of ensemble so good that it is 
notable. 


And for the author. Ever since 
Owen Davis wrote “The Detour” it 
has been the pleasure of all those who 
do the Broadway shows for the papers 
to praise and encourage him for the 
truth and skill of his writing. He even 
got the Pulitzer prize for “Icebound” 
and deserved it, too. I yield to no one 
in my admiration for the way in which 
Mr. Davis has turned from the run- 
of-the-mine drama he used to write to 
substantial and distinguished work- 
manship. Were I he, tho, I would 
be prouder of having written “The 
Nervous Wreck” than any other of 
my plays. It is no literary triumph, 
it is no candidate for Pulitzer honors, 
but it will bring joy to thousands; it 
is clean and it is almost a solid laugh 
from start to finish. No one will re- 
member his troubles while watching 
this show; it will take many away 
from the solemnities of life for an 
hour or so at least. That is con- 
tributing to the happiness of the world 
in a genuine sense, and, call it hedon- 
istic if you will, it is a pretty fine thing 
to have accomplished.

John Galsworthy has been at pains 
to explain exactly what he means by 
“Windows”, and I take it that he was 
doubtful of the play being able to tell 
its own story plainly. Certainly, as 
good a dramatist as Mr. Galsworthy 
knows it would not be neccessary to 
do this with a play entirely under- 
standable. The fact that he wrote 
such an explanation and the Theater 
Guild saw fit to print it in the pro- 
gram looks like an admission that aid 
from without is necessary to a com- 
plete understanding of the play. I be- 
lieve they are right, tho after reading 
Galsworthy’s declaration of intentions 
I cannot say that it added much to my 
enjoyment. 

Galsworthy has attempted to make 
a comedy of a situation containing all 
the elements of a tragedy. It looks as 
tho he had said to himself, “I have 
written many plays that are stark and 
real. I will now fool the world, I will 
start my play with a serious situation 
and then twist it into a comedy by 
making the characters do the opposite 
to that which the audience will guess 
they are going to do.” 

That is a fair enough trick. It has 
been done by Shaw many a time. But 
it needs a light hand and an atmos- 
phere of levity underlying the seem- 
ing seriousness of the events if it is to 
be successful. That is a simple trick 
for Shaw to turn. It apparently is an 
impossible one for Galsworthy. 

We see a family; the father, daugh- 
ter and son fired with ideals and a soft 
kindness and the mother hardheaded 
and practical. To them comes the 
window cleaner, a philosophical fellow, 
with a tale of his 20-year-old daugh- 
ter just released from prison after a 
two-year term for smothering her ille- 
gitimate child. He, on the plea that 
his daughter deserves a chance to ree 
make her life, gets her a job as maid 
in this family against the arguments 
of the mother and with the aid of the 
father, son, daughter and the cook. The 
son is caught kissing the girl, or 
rather she kisses him, and the mother 
discharges her. Whereat her whole 
family, headed by the son, fight to 
have her retained on the plea that she 
is headed for destruction if she goes 
out in the world. Then we get the 
twist—I might say, we have been 
steering that way for a long time— 
that the boy thinks nothing of the girl 
or she of him and that the latter bit- 
terly resents all this discussing of her 
affairs and simply wants to be let 
alone. At the end she stalks thru the 
door, after narrowly escaping the 
clutches of what we would call a 
“cadet”, but which is tactfully referred 
to in the play by its French title 

The whole point of the play lies in 
bringing out the misery and harm 
which well-intentioned people may do 
by meddling with other's affairs, but 
this is not any too plain and I am 
quite prepared to be told that I have 
quite missed the point of the play. 
That may be, but if it is so, then in 
all meekness I say the fault is Gals- 
worthy’s and not mine. I have not 
missed the lessons of “The Silver 
Box”, “Justice”, “The Pigeon”, “Loy- 
alties” or the other Galsworthy plays 
I have seen. I have found them all 
delightfully clear, and if “Windows” 
is muddled in my understanding, I 
think I may justly say that it is not 
altogether because of my obtuseness. 


The acting of “Windows” leaves lit- 
tle to be desired, that little being 
mainly the attempt on the part of 
some of the cast to deliver an au- 
thentic “English dialect”. They do not. 
Phyllis Povah has the hardest time in 
doing this and she only partially suc- 
ceeds, but the balance of her playing 
was delightful. She was cast as the 
girl who gets the job as maid and was

“Diamond jubilee ceremonies last Sunday at 
the Church of the Transfiguration bore testimony 
to the fact that a good action is never thrown 
away, and also these ceremonies proved that 
ecclesiastical snobbishness, like other forms 
of human arrogance, frequently defeats its own 
ends. It would be hard for any of us to recall 
offhand the name of the preacher who refused 
to desecrate sanctuary with the body of a 
dead actor, but who condescendingly suggested 
to the burial committee that ‘there is a little 
church around the corner,’ the doors of which 
might be open to them. He is long since 
forgotten, but the name of the elder, Dr. 
Houghton, is cherished; his nephew and suec- 
cessor revered, 

“On Sunday men and women of all walks took 
part, but in a very true sense it was a religious 
festival for the theatrical profession. ‘The 
Little Church Around the Corner’ is an institu. 
tion in New York, and it bas proven a benign 
influence among actors ever since the incident 
of half a century ago which first endeared it to 
the hearts of the profession.”

“If one might call at the Equity office, leave 
a request for advice and after a period return 
and find all data in an envelope or portfolio to 
be used by the actor in his composition of an 
alien role—what a life saver that might be. 
In studying lines, rehear business, attend- 
ing to costumes, there is little time in these 
harum-scarum days for the research that should 
have preceded all of this comparatively super- 
ficial preparation, 

“The three ir traffic of our stage is the 
result, the inevitable result, of a lifetime, mind 
you; ali that goes before the curtain rises one 
should know to give a really authentic perform- 
ance—what Mrs. Fiske calls ‘a thoro bass,’ 
Every role has a major note—all else is trib- 
utary. How often does one go to rehearsals 
without the first essentials? The cry is ‘We 
don’t have time for all this.’ Nor do we have 
the bare knowledge or erudition. How many 
of us know where to look for data? Not I, 
for one. One may interview professors of his- 
tory and spend hours in the library unguided 
and still be ignorant of the thing needed. It 
takes a special kind of mind and knowledge to 
form a Department of Research, but it can be 
done. If we really want it badly enough we 
can have it. We have done much more difficult 
tuings."’

Re-Exposing Chautauqua 

Not all members of Equity have found tronup- 
ing over the chautauqua circuits by automobile 
the distressing experience of carlier correspond- 
ents. 

Two letters received since the appearance of 
the complaints in these columns would seem to 
indicate that chautauqua trips are about what 
the actors make them. 

One correspondent declares: 

“* ‘Every feller to his taste,’ said the old lady 
when she kissed the cow! In reply to the 
‘Chautanqua Expose’ 1 want to say a few words 
in defense of the auto transportation over the 
circuit,

“Personally, I like chautauqua and I like it 
‘via auto’ far better than ‘via train’ If there 
is ANY kind of trouping that is 100% perfect, 
harmonious, unalloyed bliss I never met it face 
to face, 

“TI have played several seasons in chautauqua, 
traveling both by train and by auto. When we 
went by train we were up all hours of the night 
and sometimes we had several consecutive night 
jumps where neither a bed nor a Pullman was 
available, Our days were usually spent at some 
junction waiting for a connecting train. 

“For the past two summers I have driven 
one of the autos over the circuit. We fix our 
own time of departure and have never left 
earlier than 7 a.m. The jumps were from 
ten to one hundred miles, but averaged about 
forty. 

“We had four rainy, muddy trips last sum- 
mer, which, I admit, were very tiring and 
nerve racking, but four bad trips out of a 
total of ninety leaves a great big percentage in 
favor of pleasant traveling. 

“I like the outdoor life that a summer of 
chautangqna work gives one and I’m going back 
on an auto circuit next summer. I go to it in 
the same mood that I go on a camping trip— 
not expecting to find any luxuries of city life— 
and I come back feeling fine and physically fit. 

“If one likes to rough it, by all means try it 
—if you expect a bed of roses, don’t!’ 

The other member's letter is in the same vein: 

“Your article appearing in The Billboard cap- 
tioned ‘A Chautauqua Expose’ sent in by a 
member prompts me to say a few words in re- 
gard to my experience in that line of work. 

“IT have worked for a chautauqua firm for 
three consecutive summers, and let me say I 
have never been treated better in my life. This 
firm has been more than fair in all its deal- 
ings with the members of the companies I have 
been with. 

“I traveled my first season on trains and the 
past two seasons in cars, and between the two 
1 prefer the ‘flivvers’ to train travel. 

“My first season we got up at all times of 
the night and morning, waited at junction 
points for hours, got in town a great many 
times just ‘n time to give the show and then 
out again that same night. A great many of 
the trains were local freights. 

“In my auto experience I no doubt traveled 
over just as many rough roads as anyone, as 
our territory was in the States of Texas, Okla- 
home, Arkansas, Missouri, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Southern Illinois. 


“Of course we found rough roads, also tire 
trouble and car trouble; you must expect such 
things as that, but all in all I prefer the cars, 
and I know others who share my view—and 
some ‘from the club’, too. 

“I don’t know what circuit the member was 
on who wrote the ‘expose’, but I too was with 
a first-day company and didn’t find things the 
same as our member, for there was never a 
time when our tent wasn’t up and everything in 


readiness for our show at 8:15 p.m., our al- 
lotted time. 

“We never made night drives, the usual hour 
being at 8 a.m., and getting in to our stand at 
noon or before was more the rule than the ex- 
ception, 

‘In regard to being informed about traveling 
in cars, we were told that we were to travel 
n cars when we went to get the engagement; 
it was about the first thing that was mentioned, 
In fact, the trials and vicissitudes that we 
would encounter were painted dark instead of 
rosy. ' 

“I didn’t hear the producer hand out any 
‘bull’ about our being feted, wined and dined 
in the ‘burgs’ we were going to play, and I 
never paid more than $1.25 per day for a room, 
and that only about twice. 

There are no doubt some people who would 
not like auto travel, but I believe the same 
people would also object to i trains if 
they were put on some of the railroads I was. 

“The worst thing about chautanqua is when 
a man applies for a position he is asked if 
he can drive a car—he immediately says ‘Oh, 
yes,’ in fact a great many of them almost de- 
nand to do the driving. They are very en- 
thusiastic at first, but in a week or two they 
neglect the car and kick abont it, neglecting it 
so it hardly runs at all—therefore a breakdown 
occurs. You will find that the accidents which 
happen come from carelessness or reckless driv- 
ing and is not the fault of the management. 

*‘Some members of a company will not com- 
mence to kick until after they are out a week 
or two or until they get a little money ahead, 
then they commence to yell 

“I agree with the writer about a two weeks’ 
clanse contract, for it would also protect the 
manager, who is in all cases a member of the 
company and has to be annoyed by a dis- 
gruntled kicker who is protected by a run-of- 
the-play contract. Such people have Broadway 
aspirations and blame the producer, manager, 
stage manager, chautauqua system and what 
not for inveigling them from Times Square, 
where they could be pacing up and down with 
the bunch waiting for their ‘great opportunity’. 

“The member who wrote the article no doubt 
had a grievance, I do not question that, only 
all chautanquas should not be blamed for the 
shortcomings of one. 

“To those who look for paved streets in the 
jungles, no mud, no rain, no heat, no sand, no 
hills, no tire trouble and a paradise filled with 
roses, my advice ie don't go out In chautauquas. 

tnt to those who are healthy, red-blooded, 
whole-souled, real troupers and can laugh at a 
little discomfort and can say ‘Good morning, 
folks.” without it hurting them, to those I say 
you will find a summer in chautanqua more 
pleasant than you were led to believe, your 
debts paid, a little profit, a clear conscience 
and a paid-up Equity card in your pocket,”’

“You have got to think of your part,’" said 
Mr. Keenan, ‘“‘forward and backwards. From 
the first scene of your play you must think 
forward to the middie From the last scene 
you must think backwards with equal pre- 
cision. From these opposite directions your 
interpretation of the part must come together 
in the middle of the play with absolute con- 
sistency.” 

I have thought of that piece of advice since 
seeing ““Cymbeline”’. It takes adroit strategy 
in this play to make the part of Imogen ‘‘come 
tovether’’ from its opposite ends.

We suffered intensely with Florence Reed, 
thru twelve pain-laden scenes, just to see what 
this adored actress, who carries finery with 
such unique grace, would wear. But it was 
all worth it, for we discovered that this lady 
of the drama wears rags almost as well as she 
wears silks and satins, and that Bayer & 
Schumacher, costumers, again demonstrate their 
expertness in portraying the period costume,

THE LIFE OF A GREAT TEACHER 


| DO not suppose anyone will question the statement that 
the greatest teacher of the violin living today. Certainly there is no one 
with so many great pupils appearing before the public. A list of the 
virtuosi who have studied under him, including, as it does, Heifetz. Zimbalist, 
Elman and Seidel, to mention but a few, is enough to eliminate the element 
of chance and prove that it is his teaching which has brought out their 
talent. Such a man is entitled to much consideration when he chooses to tell 
the story of his life, as he has done in My Long Life in Music. 

I have but one fault to find with this book, and that is its brevity. Pro- 
fessor Auer tells us in the first chapter of his leaving Russia before the 
Bolshevist regime, and his continual absence since then. He has thus been 
separated from the documents necessary to the writing of a full account of 
his musical career and thrown entirely upon his memory. It is not surprising 
then, that the book is fragmentary rather than full: rather, one wonders that 
- - able to relate some of the events pictured therein with such admirable 
clarity. 

Leopold Auer descends artistically from a royal line of violinists, having 
been the pupil of Joachim. He is a Hungarian by birth, but was domiciled in 
Russia so long that he may well be considered as of that nationality. He 
came to Russia as professor of violin at the St. Petersburg Conservatoire of 
Music, that great institution founded by Anton Rubenstein, continuing in that 
position until the outbreak of the Revolution in 1917. 

It was here that he trained the pupils who were later to make his name 
known wherever the fiddle is played, varying his pedagogical career with 
tours as a traveling artist, conducting symphonic concerts, in chamber music 
ensembles and playing solos with the Imperial Ballet. A busy life he led with 
it all, and thru it came in contact with many of the musical great in his dif- 
ferent capacities. The book is full of experiences, in which some of the 
biggest figures in music come and go with delightful frequency. Professor 
Auer has been discreet in his revelations, but not too much so, and gives 
many interesting sidelights on some well-known public figures, musical and 
otherwise 

What interested me most in My Long Life in Music was the vivid picture 
the author gives of musical life in old Russia. It may be a familiar tale to 
others, but it is a new tale to me. Evidently the musician in old Russia 
occupied the place in society which he has been able to largely emancipate 
himself from here, that of the man with a patron. Professor Auer shows us 
this relation existing there just as it did in England in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, a benevolent one in his case, but not without the possibility of injustice 
being done to the genius who could not fit himself into the court atmosphere. 
Fortunately for Russia, many of its younger and more revolutionary com- 
posers were placed in official positions and music was an avocation with 
them. They were in a position to do battle for their rights, and be it said to 
the eternal credit of Russian music lovers, met with admiration for their 
courage and helpfulness in creating the national school of music, which is 
the greatest of modern times. Much of this is told by Professor Auer, and, 
tho he was not one of the new school, without prejudice. 

My Long Life in Music is a singularly unprejudiced book all thru, as far 
as that goes. Professor Auer writes with clarity and with an evident desire 
to tell the truth as he sees it. He does the latter with complete success, and 
thus adds to the value of a book which cannot fail to interest anyone who 
loves music. I believe they will echo my own thoughts, that the book is not 
long enough, and lay it down at the end with regret.

CARING FOR THE VOICE 


In Hygiene of the Voice you wil! find a sensible and practical treatise on 
the proper treatment and avoidance of the ills of the vocal organs which so 
distress actors and singers. The book is the work of Dr. Irving Wilson Voor- 
hees, and is designed both for the layman and the physician. That is to 
say, it is divided into two parts; one of which is written in the simplest of 
terms for the layman's reading, and the other more technical, but not beyond 
the comprehension of anyone at all versed in the dog Latin of the medical 
fraternity, for the use of the laryngologist. 

Dr. Voorhees is a believer in empiricism. His creed is to find out and 
prescribe what will work, whether it fits in with the accepted practice of his 
confreres or not. Thus he is a believer in the local treatment of colds, and 
describes in considerable detai] his method of conquering the infection by 
direct application of germicidal agents. That this is a sensible and successful 
method of procedure I can testify from my own experience, if that is of any 
vaiue. But aside from this, once the infectious nature of the common cold is 
demonstrated, it seems most sensible to kill the invading organism at the 
source instead of ingesting nostrums into the stomach. Dr. Voorhees claims 
great success by following this principle, and I can well believe him. 

For the rest, the author gives much needed advice on the avoidance of 
singing and speaking faults which may affect the culprit physically. As we 
all know, there are any number of these, generally the direct result of faulty 
instruction, and when Dr. Voorhees makes a plea for better co-operation 
between the laryngologist and the singing teacher, so that this matter may 
be the better understood, one feels like giving him a hearty cheer. 

It was also a good plan to print as appendices, the set of principles sub- 
mitted to the Convention of the New York State Music Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, governing breathing and voice production. They can be put down as 
axiomatic, and any pupil finding his teacher violating them might better 
seek another and better qualified one. Altogether Hygiene of the Voice is a 
practical book, and one that should be in the hands of all those using the 
voice for a living.

Memorial Theater? 

“It has been truly said that Shakespeare is 
as much America’s poet as he is England’s. 
That beiug the case, America should see her 
duty and do it. Shakespeare is our common 
heritage. In fact, he belongs to all the world 
because of his universality. But America being 
the most. prosperous country in the world today 
(materially speaking) we are in the best posi- 
tion to provide the money that is needed in 
Stratford. 

“According to information assembled by the 
Drama League of America a year ago, there 
were then upwards of 500 non-professional 
groups in the country presenting plays. This 
indicates that a great dramatic renaissance is 
abroad in the land; for it is the people them- 
selves who are putting on these plays. While 
vanity may actuate a few, this is not the 
motive of the great mass. Theirs is a genuine 
passion for drama—to keep the dramatic flame 
alive during a period when all sorts of unholy 
forces have been at work to destroy the spoken 
play. 

“But for the efforts of these amateurs—mean- 
ing those who do for the love of it rather than 
as a business—5300 small towns would have been 
without spoken drama in the last few years on 
account of untoward economic forces that have 
been bearing down on the theater. As Walter 
Prichard Eaton recently observed in The Bill- 
board, these amateurs or community players are 
in no sense of the word competitors of the 
professionals. They are the professional actor's 
best friend for obvious reasons. 

“Now if each of these 500 groups would 
make a Shakespearean production during the 
coming and send the net proceeds to 
the Memorial Theater in Stratford-on-Avon, the 
total would be a material contribution to the 
endowment fund. Many of the little theater 
groups include at least one Shakespearean play 
in their annual repertory. All of them should 
because of the unquestioned value of these 
plays. 

“The Pasadena Community Players—the first 
little theater group in America to subscribe to 
the Shakespeare Memorial Theater Endowment 
Fund—have

STAGE LIGHTING 
FOR AMATEURS 


By M. T. HERRICK

TAGE lighting is a most important factor 

n the modern dramatic production, in the 

big professional theaters and in the little 
theaters as well. A great deal is said about 
the necessity for the best and most modern 
lighting equipment if the performance is to 
athieve real success, Occasionally this sort of 
talk is a good thing, stimulating people to 
worth-while efforts. Much of it, however, is 
certainly harmful, for many beginners are dis-

Even 
so it is not the only light in the world. Can- 
dies are still good. So is kerosene, or gaso- 
line, acetylene—it really doesn't make such a 
tremendous difference. Intelligent enterprise 


and good bard work.mean more than anything 
Naturally most of us with electricity at 
band are not going back to candles and lamps. 
tut, on the other hand, we need not give up 


else. 


hope if we are unable to have a_ lighting 
equipment comparable with Belasco’s, Most 
of us are better off without the elaborate 
devices of the big theaters. In fact, the 
simpler the means the better the effect is apt 
to be. One of thé greatest dangers in amateur 
staging and lighting is an overdose of me- 
chanical equipment The artistic director real- 
izes the value of simplicity in every aspect of 
production, acting, setting, costumes and in 
lighting. 

It is well, however, to have a thoro under- 


standing of the most up-to-date methods of 
stage lighting. Then one can readily devise 
satisfactory substitutes that will produce the 
desired effects. Many little theaters have ex- 
perienced the necessity of rigging up some 
home-made contraption that brings the same 
results to be obtained by expensive, compli- 


cated equipment. The good electrician for the 


little theater is the ingenious person who can 
devise simple working substitutes for the 
elaborate apparatus of the big stages. Most 


little theaters use of these sub- 
stitutes. The Cornell Dramatic Club certainly 
has, both in the Campus Theater at Ithaca 
and in the New York State Fair at Syracuse.

The lighting of this performance was in- 
tended not to be realistic, but to portray the 


mood of the tragedy. Lurid red, lighting the 
grim faces of the ronin, gave the impression 


of impending tragedy; shafts of blue gave a 
hopelessness and despair, amber ere- 
ated the impression of realism, and so on. In 
the last scene of the play, when the ronin kill 
themselves, the sky was lighted with a power- 
ful light to give the impression that the re- 
tainers felt a powerful exultation in that they 
were able to wreak vengeance on Kira. 

One of the strongest scenes of the play was 


sense of 


the exit of the ronin when they mareb out 
to Kira’s palace The stage was lighted with 
dim blue and green. In the distance an or- 
chestra, made up of Violin, cello, tympani and 
clarinet, played a variation of an old melan- 
choly Japanese dirge. When the forty ronin 
marched out they went out not thru the wings, 
but gradually they disappeared in the misty 
blue light. The effect was weird, mystifying 
and awful. 

The acting of Austin Blakeslee in the part 
of Kurano was as fine a piece of character 


portrayal as has ever been seen in this vicinity, 
In the second act, Kurano feigns drunk- 
enness to throw off his pursuers, Mr. Blakeslee 
to a height seldom reached by amateurs. 
Mr. Stanley limned the sly, crafty and schem- 
ing Kira in a notable manner. 

Much of the credit of this performance was 
due to the untiring efforts of the director. 
Mr. Cloetingh conceived the idea of staging 
the play on platforms and of using impres- 
sionistie lighting. He likewise coached all the 
players, 

The last performance of the year was A. A. 
Milne’s sparkling comedy, “‘Mr. Pim Passes 
By’. Again the acting was all that could be 
expected from an amateur group. In addition 
to these plays the Penn State Players staged 
thirty one-act plays, many of which were given 
in various cities in Pennsylvania. 

Another feature of the work of the Penn 
State Players is their extension department. 
Ry means of this department they aim to raise 
the standard of amateur dramatics thruout the 
State During the past year they sent out 
over two thousand bulletins treating various 
phases of amateur production. They also sent 
eut from their library over five hundred plays 
for reading purposes. Forty high schools were 
issisted in choosing the right play, and count- 
less problems on staging were solved thru the 
aid of the Pean State Players. 

For the coming the organization has 
planned even more ambitious projects. The 
first play will be a revival of “Caste’’. This 
will be given in State College early in Novem- 
ber, and after that will go on tour thruout 
the State. The Penn State Players carry a 
portable stage, made of gas pipe and curtains, 
which can be set up in any hall or theater, no 
matter how large or small the stage. In this 
project the players are also doing # charitable

The Return of the Bard 
ONDON, Eng., Sept. 28.—After three years 
we had last week a production of a 
Shakespearean play in the full-blooded 

West End manner. Sybil Thorndike, to whom 
highest praise is due for her initiative and 
indefatigable efforts to present good work 
originally, has given us an interesting render- 
ing of ‘“‘Cymbeline’’. 

It is too early to say if the piece will 
catch on. The press has proved rather chary 
of praise and Miss Thorndike’s usual ecstatic 
reception is absent. The piece is certainly 
not an ideal one either for the actress or for 
the public at the moment. tut we owe Sybil 
Thorndike and Lewis Casson something more 
thar cold credit for their consistently good 
work. 

In srite of lapses like the engagement of 
Robert Farquharson, Sybil Thorndike is going 
the right way. If she has not ‘‘got there” 
yet, I hope she will go straight ahead.

West End Prices 

Cochran has sent a letter to the press in 
regard to prices of seats for big musical 
shows. As a result of careful researches at 
his box-offices and among patrons of the ticket 
libraries, he concludes that present prices are 
too high. He »wms up: “(a) $3.25, plus tax, 
is too high. (b) The libraries charge an ad- 
ditional booking fee of 75 cents, making 
stalls bought at libraries $4; this is prohibitive. 
As the libraries in most cases get discount, 
they should charge no booking fee, or if they 
charge a booking fee they should pay the 
manager a supplementary price for the 
privilege of getting a choice of the best 
seats. 

““(c) The general opinion I have gathered 
is that $2.25 should be the top price for dress 
circle seats. 

“(d) My notes show that 75 per cent of 
purchasers of all grades of theater tickets 
grumble at the amusement tax. There is no 
dorbt whatsoever but that the amusement tax 
is indirectly paid by the manager and not 
by the playgoer, inasmuch as the playgoer has 
to lessen his visits to the theater on its ac- 
count,”’ 

He will shortly announce a general policy 
of reduction both of admission costs and run- 
ning and production expenses. The suggestion 
of a curtailment of agency surcharges is one 
which cuts even deeper into the economics of 
the showworld. Will Cochran persuade his 
brother managers to make a stand against this 
extortion? And will they co-operate on a 
sensible system of booking bureaus? 

Anyhow it is high time the West End Man- 
agers’ Association got busy in this direction. 

With B. A. Meyer’s cut to ‘‘popular’’ prices 
at the Princes, it looks 4s if a change had 
set in. Perhaps the ridiculous hustle after 
theaters will slacken when the new theaters 
are opened. Then the rack-rent landlords 
will no longer have things all their own way, 
and men like J. B. Fagan, Barker and others 
may again enter the lists. 


From Birmingham 

As I forecasted some weeks ago, Barry V. 
Jackson, promoter and patron of the Birming- 
ham Repertory Theater, will shortly begin a 
venture in town. He has arranged to take 
over the Regent Theater from Nigel Playfair, 
now that ‘‘Robert B. Lee’’ ends its run there.

story needs to go over. The audience will be 
rewarded for their time in the theater.’’ 

Mr. Sothern needs to be met halfway on this 
understanding. The ‘‘story’’ does need to go 
over. If the play is cumbersome, Shakespeare 
made it that way. The story of the wager ts 
an integral part of the play, its very founda- 
tion. It has story interest. It deals with a 
big theme. The wager is made and executed 
between two gentlemen, in all sincerity, ac- 
cording to mediaeval customs, 

In voice Mr. Sothern has a steadiness of 
quality that is characteristic of his work. His 
emotional appeal is always noble, tho not as 
poignant as in the work of more inspirational 
artists. His Leonatus is uncommonly salient 
in speech. On occasion Mr. Sothern shakes a 
consonant and executes it with overdelibera- 
tion. In the part of Leonatus he is absorbed 
in the story and his scenes move with the 
spirit of his character. 


Frederick Lewis draws the character of 
lachimo from one of the final speeches of the 
play, “I have betrayed a lady."’

ANSWERS 
Malcolm — Your question 

Peters’ pronunciation of ‘‘banished’’ and 

“damned” in ‘‘Romeo and Juliet’’ involves 

the scansion of line in blank verse. The nor- 

mal blank verse lines in Shakespeare are 
iambic pentameter. <A pair of syllables, the 
second of which carries the metrica) stress, is 
called an ‘iambus’’, or an ‘iambic foot’. In 
pentameter meter there are five stresses to the 
line. In other words, a pentameter line has 
five feet. If we use ‘‘a’’ as a symbol for an 
accented syllable and ‘‘x’’ as a symbol of an 
unaccented syllable, we can easily represent 
the usual stress of blank verse: 

“I know not how to tell thee who I am.” 

x a x a x a x a x a 

Verse is written for the ear. We find Shake- 
speare like other poets making words fit the 
ear. He sometimes contracts words, sometimes 
expands them, and sometimes slurs them, 

Final ‘‘-ed"’ is often contracted, but not when 

the final syllable is needed in the meter. No- 

tice “banished’’ used in two ways in Romeo's 
speech to the Friar: 

“Hence banished is banish’d from the world.’

The word ‘‘damned’’ in the lines you noticed 

doubtless required the pronunciation of the 

“.ed"’ syllable. Compare: 

“O friar, the damned use that word in hell.’’

syllable, is here treated as a monosyllable. Its 
second syllable is easily glided over in thie 
case.

In modern speech ‘‘damned’’ is pronounced as 
one syllable (damnd) and ‘‘banished’’ with two

Some helpful books on the subject of sean- 
sion are: “Handbook of Poetics’’, by 
B. Gummere, p. 215; also article on poetry by 
T. Watts, Encyclopedi& Britannica, ninth edi 
tion. Appendix A of Shakespeare's ‘Cym 
beline’’ in the Arden Shakespeare publi-hed 
by D. C. Heath & Co., gives a brief explana- 
tion of scansion. Some knowledge of the sub- 
ject is essential to good reading. 

You show an observing ‘‘ear’’ for pronuncia- 
tion to notice two pronunciations of ‘‘again” 
in Miss Cowl’s company playing ‘‘Romeo and 
Juliet”. toth $=(u-“gen) and (u-"gein) are 
correct. The latter (u-"'gein) seems to have 
a following on the stage, and elocution teach- 
ers sometimes teach it exclusively. It was 
doubtless used in the theater when formal 
speech was considered the ideal of the actor. 
There is a noticeable reaction against this 
“spelling pronunciation’. I notice that Mabel 
Terry-Lewis says (u-"gen) in Cyril Maude’s 
company in “Aren't We All'’. In poetry both 
pronunciations are often used by the same 
writer and on the stage both pronunciations 
may be heard by the same speaker. This is 
only natural considering that both pronuncia- 
tions have been in use for a long time. 

I think Mr. Peters always gave the dzh-sound 
to “‘adieu" in his exit speech from the bed- 
chamber. This was unfortunate. It is an in- 
correct pronunciation and it gave a harsh and 
Vulgar sound to the lyrical beauty of this 
seene. There is a noticeable and sometimes 
useful “gusto’’ to Mr. Peters’ voice. In this 
exit his breath was heavy, but his “diction” 
should have been sufficiently careful to avoid 
a bad and harsh-sounding pronunciation. As 
you say, the correct pronunciation is (n- 
"dyoo:). 

“Route” is (roo:t); it should not be confused 
with “‘ront’’, which is (rah.oot). 

Your symbols for the pronunciation of ‘‘Ju- 
liet’”’ are wrong, altho your question is clear. 
The gcorrect pronunciation is (‘'dzhoo:l-yut), 
sometimes (‘‘dzhoo:l-yet), with stress on the 
first of the two syllables. 

“Tybalt’’ is stressed on the first syllable 
(''ti-bult). Notice the scansion in the follow-

ing line: 
“Here comes the furious Tybalt back again."’

In exclamatory speeches, like Mercutio’s— 
“Tybalt, you rat-catcher . .""—"*Tybalt’ may 
require an explosive pronunciation which would 
throw a strong stress on the second syllable 
considering that this is the only syllable that 
would carry much volume. 

*‘Mereutio” is (mu:-"kyoo:sh-yo.oo). 

“Ingenue” is a French word. The frst 
syllable is an open-e nasalized. The first 
vowel element in ‘‘there’’ (dthe.u) is open-e. 
The second syllable is (zhe); the third has 
the sound of “i in “‘it’’, covered by the 
upper lip. For English speakers the last syl- 
lables may be ‘“‘new'’ (nyoo:). Nasalize the 
first vowel of the following (e.-zhe-’nyoo:) and 
you have an English approximation to the 
French. Put light stress on the last syllable.

Says Artistes Used Clean Material in 
Oid Days 
Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 8, 1923. 

Editor The Billboard—I read with much in- 
terest the article in last week’s issue of The 
Billboard by Herbert 9. Renton that Tony Pas- 
tor and not E. F. Albee deserves the credit 
of cleaning up vaudeville, and I cannot help but 
agree with him. 

When I first attended variety shows they were 
not being patronized by many women here in 
Philadelphia. The women of those days would 
openly declare that variety shows were in- 
decent and of a low, demoralizing nature, which 
Was untrue at the time I refer to. 

Never have I known performers of the old- 
time varieties to use tainted songs or jokes that 
were unfit for even our mothers, sisters or 
daughters to hear. And I never witnessed such 
immoral actions on the old variety stage as we 
see being done on many of the present-day 
vaudeville stages. 


I herewith give a list, taken from memory, 
of some of the performers that were entertain- 
ing the public when I first attended variety 
theaters, and it was before B. F. Keith opened 
his Philadelphia playhouse in Eighth street: 
Weber and Fields, Tony Pastor, Maggie Cline, 
Sam DeVere, J. W. Kelly, Little Tich, Lester 
and Allen, William Scanlon, McAvoy and May, 
Harry and John Kernell, Wood and Sheppard,

We were not all born yesterday and still have 
a memory that serves us, and any person who 
saw these performers doing their stunts in those 
days knows full well that the actors and their 
performances were strictly clean. 

Could anyone class the above performers 
as purveyors of putrid puns or filth furnishers 
when they did their acts in those days? Posi- 
tively no. 

Then along came the Keith theaters and 
variety gave birth to high-class vaudeville. 
(Get this—high class.) But variety of those 
days was as pure as a Sunday-school entertain- 
ment compared to much of our high-class vaude- 
ville of today. 


I agree that the Keith interests and Mr. Al- 
bee deserve heaps and heaps of credit for the 
stand taken to keep vaudeville clean, but all 
the glory does not belong to them—Tony Pastor 
deserves a large slice of it. 


And after all the glory Mr. Alhee gained for 
keeping vaudeville clean I cannot understand 
why he and his associate managers allow 
such blue and off-color songs, jokes and dialog 
as they permit to be used in their theaters to- 
day. It cannot be that they do not know of it, 
as they are being scored on all sides for tolerat- 
ing such practice.

Vor a time I felt that I was assuming a 


deep responsibility. Especially so among a peo- 
ple whose reputation for magic far surpassed 
anything we could ever hope to attain. As one 
can instinctively sense the interest, or lack of 
interest, of an audience, 1 realized that my 


teeth. This may be why India is silent when 
she hears improbable tales of her impossible 
magic. 

What has India? It can be stated that the 
decapitating trick was never shown in India. It 
is a pastime in Nepal and along the Afghanistan 
frontiers. The walking-stick snake trick is an 
India created in conversation for the 
bewilderment of a few who desired to believe 
anything about India magic. 

We are all familiar with the basket trick. 
The growing of the mango tree is weak. It 
is not done with any degree of cleverness. 
Every other tamasha wallah does it once. He 
won't repeat. The rope trick is yet to be 
shown as described On the other hand, the 
automaton that can be struck with a club with- 
out changing {ts expression, but winces and 
bleeds when stuck with a pin, is more real 
and more effective than some of the others if 
they were shown, but which, of course, are 
not. 

The tamasha wallahs are not to be discredited, 
for many are exceedingly adept. They are 
clever sleight-of-hand performers. Some of 
them can walk out in the center of a com- 
pound or yard and from a soiled bag and a 
more soiled lot of apparatus put on an enter-

efforts were appreciated. It wasn't a frozen 
audience and I was sure of it. 

The surprising thing about the evening's en- 
tertairment was that no one expected anything 
miraculous or supernatural. All were satisfied 
with what we would consider fair amateur 
ability to mystify and entertain. I have since 
received letters saying, ““‘We have no one now 
to dissolve eggs’’ and referring to the money 
shower, ‘‘We have no one to make dollars for 
us,” which doesn’t quite suppert the tales of 
impossibilities in magic among the Hindus. 

It would appear that if they were accustomed 
to the magic they are accredited with card 
and coin manipulations would hardly satisfy 
them. While a Hindu is pleased to see an 
American vanish a handkerchief or cigar, the 
American expects him to vanish an elephant 
that has a princess sitting in the howdah. 


* There is no limit te the descriptions of the 
magic that is, and mostly is not, done in 
India. Much allowance must be made for the 
impression the Hindu magician creates. To 
create impressions is part of the art. The 
spectator is sure to describe what HE saw 
as he saw it; not as it actually occurred IT 
IS THE HIDDEN CAUSE OF A PLAINLY 
EVIDENT EPFECT THAT MAKES MAGIC A 
SUCCESS The magician cannot be held re 
sponsible for the spectators’ impressions as to 
what the hidden causes are. Naturally he re- 
ceives credit for powers and abilities he does 
not possess, It really isn't the magician's 
business to affirm or deny what others claim 
for him. Silence is the magician’s greatest 
asset when it comes to opinions of those who 
Witness his performances. This phase ought 
to be considered in the matter of Hindu magic 
The best explanation that can be had from one 
is a smile showing a mouth filled with white 


tainment that will hold any audience. They 
have many small tricks. Their efforts, at 
times, may be depreciated, but when one drives 
an apparently empty piece of bamboo about two 
feet long in the dry soil and water flows 
freely from it, one must admit a fair amount 


of cleverness, 


Still the tamasha wallahs do not in any way 
compare with American magicans. They are 
men who have to pick up a precarious living 
by their wits alone. They are men who cannot 
afford the necessary equipment. Most of them 
work with playing cards so soiled that the ace 
of heafts cannot be distinguished from the 
king of clubs. They are very poor. Anything 
they have can be purchased. The smile vanishes 
when the rupees appear. 

I once spent an evening with a Mahommedan 
magician in the city ef Ara At least two 
dozen tricks were shown me and explained for 
the equivalent of five dollars. I would have 
been glad to sell them back for one American 
dime. In the same city I became acquainted 
with an English magician who had been in 
the country for twelve years. He was toil- 
worn and weary after a search during all that 
time. He had been chasing the magic will- 
o'-the-wisp He had found one exceedingly 
good trick which he had learned from a Hindu. 
He had mastered it after a year's persistent 
practice. He showed it to me and later ex- 
posed it in all of its complications. Life 
seemed too short to spend a year on it. 

I asked him about the effects I was unable 
to locate. I have every reason to believe he 
was honest. He stated that after searching 
all those years he concluded that In the way 
of magic ‘‘the Hindu had nothing.” After 
more than a year’s search I was willing to 
agree with him. He was impatient with the

stories about them and was more interested 
in securing catalogs from American firms. Sure- 
ly a man who lived in India so long would 
have found or experienced the unusual if it 
were there. 

Those who perform with snakes are more 
often magicians and not snake charmers. One 
will divest himself of clothes, take from his 
head a long black hair and with great care 
wind it, and wind it about his index finger. He 
will then place the coil on the ground in the 
open. While entirely alone and far from his 
bags of snakes he will play on his native in- 
strument while walking around the coiled hair. 
When his audience least expects it, he will 
quickly stoop and pick up a live cobra. 
The hair apparently has been transformed into 
a snake It is well done and for the moment 
startling. He adds to the effect by letting the 
snake bite him. Aside from a flimsy loin- 
cloth, the performer is nude. The secret is 
revealed and the transformation loses its virtue 
after it has been seen a few times. 

Searching for the unusual and _ studying 
magic in Indian requires considerable courage. 
It takes one miles in the mofussel, in jungles 
and into country villages where a white face 
may. not be seen during the whole day. To 
ride miles alone searching for tamasha wallahs 
and mystics isn’t pleasant. Thuggism is not 
a thing of the past in India. 

One comes upon weird crowds of several 
hundred natives in the jungles. The people, 
golden brown, with eyes like gazelles, stand 
in great circles around the magician. Others 
for a more clear view sit in trees. Something 
is going on. As you walk to the outer edge 
a panic ensues and the people call, “Sahib bai! 
Sahib hai!’ and an opening is made for you 
to pass to the inner edge of the circle. You 
find yourself hemmed in by hundred 
Hindus and Mohammedans. There is no escape 
if you weaken. The unusual has occurred, 
Europeans do not condescend to mingle with 
crowds of natives to watch a magician. Within 
the circle the tamasha wallah does all his 
performing for your especial pleasure. He 
exerts every energy. You are asked to hold 
this and to watch that. Your white face has 
become the object of attention. The magician 
has lost the interest of his audience. You 
have gained it. You may be highly enter- 
tained, but you are surely disappointed. No 
one has been decapitated. Your cane has not 
been converted into a snake. A boy has not 
vanished from the end of a rope in midair, so 
you climb into your taxi and hunt for another 
crowd of Hindus watching a jungle entertainer. 
You search the whole land, but do not dis- 
cover anything that appears miraculous or 
supernatural. You hope to see it, but it 
doesn’t happen. 

Spiritualism has been advanced as an ex- 
planation for the strange activities that are 
credited to the Hindus. The theory that a 


severai 


trance medium always accompanies the per- 
former has been suggested. No one could dis- 
prove it, for wherever one goes there are 


hundreds lying around asleep. Trance mediums 
often take on the condition of one asleep. It 
doesn’t explain anything, for the reason there 
is not anything that calls for an explanation. 

So far as occultism and psychism are con- 
cerned, India is probably all that is claimed 
for it and much more. I have talked to many 
sober-minded Hindus on the subject. I knew 
them and am certain of their integrity. There 
is no explanation regarding their experiences 
There is no explanation when the activities 
are shrouded in the mystery of the bumen 
mind which can not be analyzed. The Hindu 
who has psychic experiences simply accepts 
them as realities coming from the spirit world. 
He knews nothing about the cause and can not 
say whether the experiences are the result of 
a nervous disorder or from twists of the sub- 
When he converses with the dead 
he does so in good Hindustani. He doesn’t 
have to resort to spirit rapping, table turning 
or slate writing. There are no admissions 
charged to sit in hig seances. He sits alone, 
not to raise the spirits from the dead, but to 
meditate and remain alone. 

Naturally there is a weirdness about the 
country that gives one a feeling of unrest. It 
is the same uncanny atmosphere that gives 
rise to the strange stories that are based upon 
very little truth I HAVE TALKED TO A 
HINDU AND, LEAVING HIM, HAVE DRIVEN 
TWO MILES TO VISIT ANOTHER, WHO IM-

HINTS & SUGGESTIONS 


Hold your society meetings more briefly. I 
have recently noted a tendency at the New York 
meetings to waste a lot of valuable time in long 
stories and senseless arguments about ‘“‘what 
we should have done, what we could do if we 
would,’’ etc. Let's get together and DO it. 
Only discuss such topics as will be of general, 
rather than personal, interest. An hour and a 
half, or two hours at the most, should do for a 
business meeting. This will give an hour for en- 
tertainment and sociability—which will have as 
beneficial effect upon the membership and 
pleasure of a meeting as anything else. Ap- 
point an efficiency committee as was done re-

Do not make the mistake of attempting too 
much. I have recently seen several magicians 
who tried to see how many tricks they could 
perform in shortest space of time. Today 
the style of magic, particularly in vaudeville, is 
to do as little as possible, but to do that WELL. 
One good illusion will draw more salary today in 
vaudeville theaters than a multitude of tricks 
necessitating almost a ton of paraphernalia. 


THURSTON CHOSEN FOR 
APPLIED PSYCHOLOGY TEST 


the 


The magic of the psychology of misdirection, 
as practiced by Thurston, is acting more 
comment among college professors than any form 
of entertainment in the theater or on the stage. 

This is evidenced by the fact that in most 
cities where Thurston plays college professors 
come not so much to be mystified by his marvel- 
ous illusions as to study the man himself and 
his unique method of apparently making one see 
what one does not see. 

Thurston claims and demonstrates that magic 
is a great factor in the teaching of psychology. 
It could be used most effectively in proving the 
facts that perceived by onr are not 
necessarily facts; and that our most careful 
conclusions are very apt to be erroneous. 

Last week a large number of the Columbia 
College Faculty went to the Bronx Opera House, 
New York, in a body to view the performance 
of Thurston and to catch the master magi- 
cian at work. So pleased were they with the 
performance and the manner of presentation that 
an invitation was extended to Mr. Thurston to 
be the guest of honor at a dinner of the teach- 
ing body of Co'umbia College later in the week. 
Thurston accepted and gave a further demon- 
stration of his powers and methods at that time.

MAGICIANS I HAVE SEEN 


, earliest recollection of any magician 
dates back quite a few years when but a 


small boy I witnessed a 
Ridgeway Park, N. J. 


performance at 
Unfortunately I cannot 


recal| the magician’s name, and all that seems 
clear in my mind is that he was of the blond 
curly-hair type, had a penchant for saying 


*‘Anyhow—how any”, and that he performed the 
Ink and Water trick, using two decanters and 
two boys upen the stage. This at that time was 
quite wonderful and marvelous to me. I have 
since, many times, tried to ascertain the name 
of the magician, but with no avail. Balabrega, 
whom I saw quite a few times later, does not 
fit exactly, but would be as near as any other— 
and yet I do not feel that it was he. 

The first definite subsequent performance I 
can recall, and this is fixed quite vividly in my 
mind, was a performance given by the late 
Harry Kellar at Feyptian Hal, then on Chest- 


nut street, Philadelphia, and 1 shall never for- 
get that Wonders unfolded themselves to my 
childish brain that I had read in fairy tales, 


dreamed of, 
then and 
nourished 


but had never hoped to see. Right 
there an ambition was born and 
later for many years, to become a 
magician as great as the one I was witnessing. 

Of that first performance of Kellar’s but 
three tricks are outstanding in my recollection. 
The Growth of Flowers, the Flowers From the 
Cone, and the Blue Room. Hundreds of times 
in later years I saw Kellar perform and to 
me it was always an object lesson. I never 
left a performance without having learned 
something. Kellar was unique fin all that he 
did, thoro and careful. He gave always a 
masterful, scholarly and entertaining perform- 
ance. His patter was just as wonderful as his 
magic, altho in latter years it was difficult 
to understand him in the back part of the 
house. He lacked the force of delivery of 
former years, yet nothing could dim the memory 
of those golden years, when the master ma- 
gician, in his inimitable way, would present 
his handkerchief tricks and manipulations, the 
Coffee, Milk and Sugar trick, his remarkable 
mindreading or clairvoyance, assisted by the 
shapely Eva Kellar, his wife, Out of Sight, 
Fiyto, Growth of Flowers, Water and Wine, the 
levitation of Princess Karnac, beautiful in his 
hands, and, from ap audience standpoint, the 
greatest illusion ever presented on any stage, 
“The Mysteries of the Blue Room”. This does 
not begin to list the many tricks and illusions 
he performed and presented so wonderfully, 
and in my mind Kellar will always live as 
supreme. 

He has been criticized by magicians, as not 
having been a sleight-of-hand performer, and 
yet his handling of handkerchiefs, despite the 
methods he employed, showed digital dexterity. 
From a magician’s standpoint, or as an ideal 
entertainer, humorist, a polished artist, or beau 
ideal, he did not, of course, compare with 
the late Alexander Herrmann. Nevertheless 
Kellar gave the best of magic, and the best 
that was in him, TO magic. 


I became a magic fan, and am yet. I have 
witnessed some four or five magicians do their 
tricks and can recall some special effect or de- 
tail about the majority. Those which follow 
are not necessarily in the order in which I 
saw them. 


Imro Fox of “Don’t Push’’ fame, was a 
comedy conjurer, who depended largely upon 
his humor. He has been referred to as the 
clown of magicians, and, while 1 could scarcely 
call him this in the full sense of the word, 
nevertheless he was a comedian first and a 
magician afterwards. He performed the water 
and wine trick with four glasses, and for a 
finish took a bowl of water from bis coat tail 
pocket. He used to say ‘‘Now I shoot, I don't 
know why I shoot, but the caps are samples, 
and the more monkey business you do the 
better the trick looks.’’ ‘‘Waltz me, professor,’’ 
was also a favorite expression, tho I do not 


know that it was original with Fox. He used 
rabbits, did handkerchief tricks, and among 
many others the {llusion of a girl and cage 


disappearing from a table. Was associated with 
Che Great Lafayette, and a member of The 
Triple Alliance, LeRoy, Powell and Fox. 

John Scheidler I saw perform at Braden- 
burgh’s Dime Museum in Philadelphia. Ne did 
a lot of hanky panky magic such as magicians 
used to perform on museum platforms, but did 
them better than many of the others. A coin 
disappearing from a metal box held in a hand- 
kerchief by one of the andience, to be 
found in a nest of boxes. was one of hi« 
favorites, but the effect that Scheidler did 
better than any other was the rising card trick. 
This performed with persons all around him, 
mechanical apparatus and by a 
method said to be his, was very well handled. 
It is not unknown today, and altho it costs 
nothing is as clever and effective a method 
as many others,

Berlin News Letter

_— 


ERLIN, Sept. 19.—No use denying the fact 
RB that the I, A. L. is still powerful and 
in a position to enforce things. Its local 
croup went to strike last Friday night and 
/ithin twenty-four hours all places of amuse- 
ment (there are over a hundred in Greater 
Berlin) had signed President Konorah’s con- 
ditions, calling for a minimum wage of 
18,000,000 marks per night and agreeing to 
utually settle the October salary question 
next week. The Wintergarten and the Scala 
cid not hesitate a moment to sign, while the 
Metropole, White Mouse, Schall & Rauch, Red 
Nightingale, Alhambra and all the rest of the 
other smaller places wanted to argue and in 
consequence there was no show, all the artists 
walking out, including those already in the 
wings ready to go on; next morning their con- 
sent was forthcoming and the strike over. In 
spite of this victory Konorah is rather pes- 
simistic over the future, as is only natural in 
view of the abnormal conditions prevailing; he 
is quite aware that a number of halls may 
have to close down for good and that alone the 
railway increase since yesterday to exactly 
six times as much as up till now is an 
enormous handicap (managers over here have 
to pay transportation up to a distance of 500 
kilometers, which means an expense of many 
hundreds of billions for regular music halls 
like the Wintergarten, Hansa Hamburg, Breslau 
Liebich, etc.). Already there are signs from 
Munich that managers are at an end of their 
wisdom, notifying artists that they are at 
liberty to withdraw their bill matter for 
October until September 21, as no further con- 
eessions are possible. 

Otto H, Kahn passed thru Berlin on his way 
to Vienna to be present September 21 to see 
Eleonora Duse open at the Neue Wiener Buhne 
in ‘‘Cosi sia’, to be followed September 24 by 
“La Donna del’ mare’. A_ special festival 
night performance, commencing 11:30 p.m., has 
been arranged in honor of Mr. Kahn at the 
Theater an der Wien, with Mizzi Gunther and 
Hubert Marischka in leading roles, a kind of 
theater pare. It is understood that Max 
Reinhardt will be present and that Mr. Kahn 
is financing Reinhardt’s forthcoming American 
tour. The Theater an der Wien'’s new season's 
play is to be Emmerich Kalman’s latest musical 
~roduction, ‘‘Countess Maritza’’. 

J. J. Shubert has now completed thru his 
focal representative all arrangements concerning 
‘Night of Bacchus’’, a musical comedy by 
Bruno Granichstadten, and Broadway is to see 
this Viennese production in the near future.

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Some Circuit News—Or Noise 


M. B, Horwitz, owner of the Globe Theater 
of Cleveland, 0., and who with Mr. Kaplin, 
of the Grand Central Theater in that city, 
withdrew from the Theater Owners’ Booking 
Association after a series of conferences with 
circuit officials in Cincinnati a few weeks since, 
ealled at The Billboard office early in October. 
He was in the city after having visited Balti- 
more and Washingten managers, and having 
done a bit of scouting about Pittsburg, with 
a view to interesting a group of Nerthern 
managers in creating an association for the 
purpose of booking attractions, both road shows 
and vaudeville units, into their houses, 

Prior to the visit east, he had several inter- 
views with Mr. Johnson of the Grand Theater 
in Chicago, and with Messrs. Koppin and 
Dudley of the Koppin Theater in Detroit. He 
has the assurance of these men that they are 
willing to come east and enter into negotia- 
tions for the routing of road shows into their 
theaters. 

The Coleman Brothers of the Lafayette Thea- 
ter in New York have been advancing invita- 
tions to accomplish this end for some time. 
Mr. Horwitz has the certainty of their co-oper- 
ation, he says, after a three-day stay in the 
metropolis, where he was registered at the 
Astor Hotel. 

With the plan Horwitz outlined in The 
Billboard office little is needed to put into 
operation a method by which the road show 
houses may be sure of their future programs. 
He was unsuccessful in obtaining a satisfactory 
discussion of the subject with John T. Gibson, 
the Philadelphia monopolist of co'’ored show 
business; however, he is hopeful of bringing 
the interested ones together in either New 
York or Philadelphia in the near future. 

The situation affords an excellent opportunity 
fer Mr. Gibson to make himself a national 
character ln the show world, and place Horwitz 
high among the theater owners of this type 
of houses, 

With the possibility of a few split-week 
dates between the week stands that would 
probably resnit from the plan laid ont here, 
and submitted to Robert Levy of the Howard 
Theater in Washington and the others en- 
countered in New York, there is reason to be- 
lieve that any good show would be made certain 
of at least fifteen weeks’ continuous engage- 
ments. 

This would mean in all probability that the 
‘ountry would see the development of three 
listinet colored circuits. The present T. O. 
B. A, booking vaudeville into a half hundred 
houses will not be greatly affected by the 
plan outlined, since most of the theaters to 
be involved are the larger independent theaters. 

The apparent defection of the group of thea- 
ters centering about the E. L. Cummings 
booking offices in the Southeast will, however, 
have a direct bearing upon the established 
circuit. Cummings, once head of the Southern 
Consolidated, suffered defeat at the hands of 
Messrs. Milton Starr and Sam Reevin of the 
T. 0. B A. He then organized the Managers’ 
and Performers’ Circuit, and after a half 
year of warfare was reconciled with a com- 
promise agreement that gave him virtual con- 
trol of his territory. 

Lately there have been signs of a break. He 
is sponsoring advertisements appearing in some 
colered papers seeking talent for tabloids in 
wholesale numbers. The center of activities 
seems to have been moved into Buddy Austin’s 
theater in Jacksonville, a more satisfactory 
railway center. Joe Bright, who with Buddy 
himself makes a producing team of most pro- 
lific qualities, is there to weld this talent into

units. It is known that Mr. Cummings is 
especially friendly with Clarence Bennett of 
the Lyric Theater in New Orleans, and that 
tennett and Chintz Moore, the Negro who 
dominates the Texas colored theaters, are quite 
amiable toward one another.

Yet, when it comes to the practical busi- 
ness of every-day performance, tle average 
player (more or less discontentedly, be it said, 
to his honor) enters into the banal conspiracy 
with his commercial manager on a profit-grab- 
bing stunt instead of an endeavor to increase 
the province of life of his fellows, the only 
raison d'etre of theater art and, ultimatelr, 
the only function which can keep the stage a 
healthy and prosperous adjunct of the nati: 
economy. 

No section of the community is, I suppose, 
prouder of its calling than the acting profes- 
sion. The harassed provincial three-pound-a 
week player, alike with the metropolitan con- 
stellation, delights in the name of artist Yet 
In practice nine-tenths of our players behav: 


nal 


with the aesthetic morality of bucket-shop 
promoters. 

The actor alone can veto the drivel and 
half-hatched pseudo-drama that is steadily 


damning our theater. If the actor has courage 
the author will stand a chance, the manager 
will be brought to his senses—or to somebody 
else’'s—and the public will gradually be won 
back to its old allegiance to the theater—not the 
emall public of other days, but the greater, 


finitesimal minority of competents could not 
be relied upon to join the conspiracy of twad- 
die, the twaddle, for lack of good playing (its 
only vitalizing principle), could not survive. 
For example, a well-known producer recently 
deplored the fact that for weeks he could not 
find a Sophie Fulgarney. I hear that 400 so- 
prani were granted auditions for a star part 
in a light opera lately. Who could equally 
effectually replace Sydney Fairbrother in ‘‘The 
Young Person in Pink”, or J. H. Roberts in 
“The Lilies of the Field’? Show me the peer 
in their particular genre of Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell, Delysia, Franklyn Dyall, Charles Hawtrey, 
Irene Vanbrugh, Leslie Henson, Stanley Lath- 
bury, Moyna Maegill, Phyliis Neilson-Terry, 
Matheson Lang, Laddie Cliff, Michael Sher- 
brooke, W. H. Berry, Cicely Debenham, George 
Hayes, Arthur Sinclair—te choose almost indis- 
criminately. No, if casting were such a casual 
mutter the managerial task would be the lichter 
by many an hour's hard thinking. And as it 
is not such a casual matter the actor has the 
ball at his feet. But has he the courage to 


kick out? 

Some have. A single example must suffice as 
evidence for the defense. A star part in a new 
play was offered recently to a plaver by a 
well-known ‘‘commercial” management. Terms 
were good, the part was all that a potboiler 
could demand. The actor had nothing else in 
view. For all I know he is still ‘‘resting’’. He 


turned it down simply because he thought it 
was a bad play. Afterwards he mentioned to 
me with some surprise that the management 
had decided not te put the play up at present.

more educated and informed public that still 
waits tentatively on the threshold of the thea- 
ter. 

I write not without close and sympathetic 
knowledge of the problems of an actor's life, 
gained in intimate association with the internal 
economics of the profession. Yet I unhesitating- 
ly assert that there are about 200 actors 
and actresses who, if they were determined, 
could alter the whole conspectus of the London 
stage in two years by the simple expedient of 
refusing to be associated with plays that did 
not approximate to a reasonable (“‘reasonable’’, 
fete, not “highbrow'’) level of excellence. 
This, of course, involves a ceftain firmness of 
purpose and perchance a critical judgment of 
which some quite successful players are incapa- 
ble. But the latter are the exception, 
the rule. Many artists of my acquaintance 
only too conscious of the feebleness of 
works to which, by reason of their skill, they 
are cast in order to strengthen and sustain. 
The fearful players will augur: “But the stage 
is overcrowded. If I don’t accept a part 
I starve and So-and-So takes it."’ 

Yet the truth is that the stage is not over- 
crowded with competent players, and in the 
long run (and a short run at that) if the in-

I liked that “at present’’, for I shared with 
the management the knowledge that without 


that particular player the piece was doomed. 
His refusal doomed it, but he was quite un- 
conscious of that. But, I thought, if only 200, 
even 100, just persons of the drama had that 
consciousness of power and that conscience! 

A good play may outlive bad playing. I 
don’t think it will, but it may. A bad play 
may be kept afloat by gocd playing. It very 
often is. Actors can go on doing nothing ex- 
tremely well, but in the end the audience will 
go to Wimbledon or up the river or to the 
Zoo or the Coliseum or the movies. Dramatic 
taste, especially during war years, has been 
consistently debauched. It may take time to 
train pap-fed minds to assimilate tougher fare, 
Rut pap-feeding too long continued means 
anaemia, and the theater will not be long 
patronized by mental anaemics. Which is as 
much as to say that courage will pay. But 
courage always pays.

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Third Suit Fails To Stop 
“Enemies of Women’’ Showing 


Supreme Court Justice Wagner 
Denies Application for Re- 
straining Order Filed by 
N. Y. Exhibitor 


New York, Oct. 15.—The second court action 


brought by members of the Theater Owners’ 
Chamber of Commerce to enjoin the showing of 
Cosmopolitan’s ‘‘Enemies of Women” in theaters 
which are opposition to houses which hold con- 
tracts for the picture, made with Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky, failed last week when Supreme Court 
Justice Robert Wagner denied an application 
made by Haring & Blumenthal, operating the 
Belmont Theater, in the Bronx, to restrain the 
showing of.the picture at the Elsmere Theater. 

The spplication for the injunction was heard 
by Justice Wagner on Tuesday, and on Wednes- 


day he handed down his decision denying the 
restraining order, saying that the papers filed 
did not warrant him granting the order. “Ene- 
mies of Women’’ opened its engagement at the 


Elsmere on Thursday. The Elsmere is oper- 
ated by Joseph Weinstock, who was named as 
co-defendant in the action with the Goldwyn 
Film Company, F. J. Godsol, president of the 
company; Cosmopolitan Pictures Corporation 


and William Randolph Hearst, president of last- 
named company, which produced “‘Enemies of 
Women”. 


No Contract Says Burkan 

In arguing the case, Nathan Burkan, counsel 
for the defendants, asserted that the alleged 
contract with the owners of the Belmont Theater 
was only a memorandum, and that the Famous 
Players-Lasky could not deliver the picture be- 
cause Cosmopolitan had switched the distrbu- 
tion of its product to Goldwyn. He also said 
that proper service of papers in the case had not 
been made, that the International Film Company 
and the Goldwyn-Cosmopolitan Film Company 
should have been served. 


Third Suit To Fail 

The first suit seeking to restrain the showihg 
of “Enemies of Women” was filed at Urbana, 
I. This, and the first action brought in New 
York by a member of the T. 0. C. C. several 
weeks ago, resuited in defeat of the plaintiffs. 
Senator J. J. Walker, counsel for the T. 0. C. 
©., appeared for the plaintiffs in the two New 
York suits. 


NO, WE HAVE SOME TIPPING 


The funniest thing in New York is the 
“no tipping’ notice displayed in the pro- 
grams of the Broadway picture palaces. 
While people who pay their money at the 
box-office at the Rivoli, Capitol and Rialto 
theaters are informed that ushers are not to 
be tipped, the notice is getting to be a huge 
joke. . 

The ushers at these three houses have per- 
fected the art of getting tips to a high de- 
gree. Especially when there is a big de- 
mand for seats do the business men among 
the ushers get in their good work. They 
watch the line of standees in the back and 
pick out prospective tippers, always favor- 
ing the man escorting a young lady. 
Then the usher marches them down the 
aisle, plants them in seats aud holds out his 
hand. If the man places only the seat 
check in the outstretched palm the usher 
looks at his hend for a second, then gives 
the non-tipper a glance that says, plainer 
than words, “Cheapskate’’, and leaves him 
flat. 

The Rivoli ughers are the worst offenders. 
On Tuesday night of last week, at that 
house, dozen of patrons were kept standing 
in the rear, while the ushers singled them 
out by parties and impressively led them 
to seats, when, as a matter of fact, there 
were scores of empty seats down front. These 
ushers are students of human nature, and 
they know that a man, escorting a feminine 
companion, who is singled out in this man- 
ner feels the usher is doing him a special 
favor and will usually pay for it. 
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It Strikes Me— 


F°: many months the motion picture industry has been extremely agitated 


over the question of the “art” of the movies. ireat indignation has 

raged among producers, directors, distributors, actors, scenarioists and 
even some exhibitors at the charge that the movies pandered to the taste of 
the masses. “Movies ARE artistic,” the industry has shouted. Influenced 
by the charges of the artistic newspaper and magazine writers and by their 
own shouts, producers have been led to spend their money upon pictures 
which shall answer the demands of the class commonly known as the high- 
brows. 

In attempts to justify the “art” of the movies a great many producers 
and exhibitors are losing sight of the fact that the motion picture is the en- 
tertainment of the masses and not the intelligent classes. Pictures that de- 
serve to be classed as artistic productions have been produced, so there can 
be no doubt among fair-minded people that there is such a thing as art in 
the movies. But exhibitors should not be carried away by the cries of the 
more artistic element; they should not forget that the people who want the 
artistic picture represent just about ten per cent of the movie public. 

The people who write about the movies are, in most cases, on a much 
higher aesthetic plane than the movie masses. Few of them are concerned 
with estimating the value of a picture in terms of the entertainment standards 
of the masses; they base their critical writings upon the artistic standards 
of the few, totally unaware of the undeniable fact that in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred the play enjoyed by the artistic element is miles above the heads 
of the great mass of picturegoers. 

Exhibitors are in business for money and not for the pleasure of showing 
artistic pictures. It is not unreasonable to expect that exhibitors should know 
the sort of pictures enjoyed by the patrons of their theaters. Yet, as a matter 
of fact, few exhibitors are competent to judge the appeal of a picture to their 
public. The reason for this is that they have not studied the reactions of 
pictures upon their audiences. Too often the picture theater manager is 
content to merely advertise and play a picture, and fails to understand the 
necessity for studying the effect it has upon his audience. Thus he does not 
know what sort of picture is enjoyed by his public and what type is not liked. 

Just because he does good business with one picture is no proof that it 
was liked. This applies especially to those theaters which run a picture for 
one or two days only. A picture, because of its appealing title, or the draw- 
ing power of a star, may do good business. Yet the public may not like it, and 
the next time that a similar film is shown business will be badly off. The 
“artistic” picture, because of the plaudits of the aesthetic newspaper writers 
and strong publicity, may draw good patronage, but when it fails to satisfy 
the class of people who are the only real supporters of the movies—and they 
are not highbrows by a long shot—it will react unfavorably on the box- 
office when other pictures are shown. 

Of course there is such a thing as a picture which is cleverly and artistic- 
ally done and still contains a high percentage of entertainment for the masses. 
But these are few and far between. The “better” picture, as far as the box- 
office is concerned, is the picture — a simple, direct appeal to the mob, 

ut is not sloppily, carelessly produc 
: Picture theaters have not been built with art, and art will not keep them 
running. It is up to the exhibitor to find out what pictures his audiences 
like and give them those pictures. It may entail considerable work to collect 
the data, but it is certainly worth it.

Why Hearst Wants More 
Money for His Films 


No better example of the profligacy 
of producers can be had than the reck- 
less manner in which William Ran- 
dolph Hearst's Cosmopolitan pictures 
are produced. Literally barrels of 
money have been squandered on the 
picture now being made by Marion 
Davies, “Yolanda”, but the worst case 
of wastefulness in the movies that has 
ever come to the attention of this de- 
partment is the remarkable bit of 
news regarding the cost of filming re- 
takes for Cosmoplitan’s “Under the Red 
Robe”. This illustrates better than 
any argument of the Goldwyn-Cosmo- 
politan sales force why “Enemies of 
Women” and “Little Old New York” 
are not being delivered at the prices 
originally contracted for with ex- 
hibitors. 

John Charles Thomas, the musical 
comedy and concert star, who was en- 
gaged by Hearst at the salary of $2,500 
a week to play in “Under the Red 
Robe”, altho he had never before ap- 
peared in pictures and his name meant 
almost nothing to the picture public, 
left for Europe as soon as the picture 
was completed at the Cosmopolitan 
studios. Then the director of the film, 
and those who were engaged in cutting 
down several hundred thousand feet 
of exposed negative to around 14,000 
feet, discovered that it would be neces- 
sary to make a retake of one scene. 

A rush cable was immediately sent 
to Thomas, who was then in Geneva, 
Switzerland, enjoying the wealth which 
accrued from his picture work. Thomas 
hurriedly left Switzerland for France, 
where he boarded a fast steamer for 
New York. His arrival here was un- 
heralded and unsung. He was rushed 
up to Stamford, where he appeared 
before the camera in a scene which 
took less than one-half hour to com- 
plete. As soon as it was over, he 
booked passage on a liner for France 
and hied himself back to Geneva. 
From the time he left Geneva to the 
day he returned four weeks were con- 
sumed. For this John Charles Thomas

With euch onusnally fine material as Walter 
Hackett’s play, “Captain Applejack’’, any ordi- 
nary movie craftsman could not help but make a 
good picture. Fred Niblo has made an unusually, 
entertaining photoplay of it, but it must be said 
that he has not realized all of the play’s pos- 
sibilities. “Captain Applejack”’, bad it been 
produced by a director with better dramatic in- 
sight, would have been twice as good a picture 
as Niblo has produced, 

With all due credit and justice to ‘‘Strangers 
of the Night’’, as it now stands completed, it 
is a black mark on Niblo’s record that the pic- 
ture is not 100 per cent more entertaining.

PROJECTION INVENTION 


Uses Big Screen in I!luminated 
Frame—Claimed To Reduce 
Eyestrain and Give 
Third Dimension 


New York, Oct. 13.—A new invention, open- 
ing up an entirely new field in motion picture 
projection, is being given its initial installation 
at the Capitol where experiments to 
perfect the projection of pictures have been 
carried on under the direction of S. L. Rethafel. 
The appliance is called the Marten Biocular 
Projection Attachment, and is the invention of 
Thomas Henry Marten, a Canadian, who has 
already distinguished himself as an engrave: 
artist and engineer, ‘The outstanding features 
of the attaclment are the reduction of ey: 
strain to a minimum, the production of an ap- 
pearance of depth and the illusion of a third 
dimension, and the creating of special atmos 
phere to offset the flat tone of the screen. 

The application of the attachment 
The whole proscenium is 
illuminated, forming a huge frame or setting 
in colors, of a design to suit the nature of the 
Picture. This illuminated frame which sur- 
rounds the picture appears to be set back at

MOVIE DAY IDEAS IN ARKANSAS 


Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 13.—The campaign 
program outlined for National Motion Picture 
Day on November 19 by President EB. W. 
Collings at the recent convention of the M. P. 
T. O. of Arkansas contains the following 
twelve suggestions: 

(1) See your Mayor and endeavor to have 
him proclaim this day as Motion Picture Day 
in your city. 

(2) See the Superintendent of your schools, 
line him up for a talk on ‘“*The Relation of the 
Screen to Education’? (about ten minutes). 

(3) Book some educational gubject as an 
added attraction on that day and make a re- 
duced rate to all school children. 

(4) Advertise the day with every means in 
your power, calling attention to the fact that 
your theater has assisted in popularizing days 
for other movements, now you want reciproca- 
tion. 

(5) See your Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis or other 
civic clubs, and get them to endorse the day; 
also see your ladies’ clubs and line them up. 

(6) As a suggestion, you might secure a 
very old picture of ten or twelve years ago, 
rupring it in conjunction with your most modern 
feature to illustrate the splendid progress that 
has been made by the industry in these years. 

(7) If conditions will permit, secure some 
liberal-minded minister to discuss on the Sun- 
day before the effect of the picture as it re- 
lates to religious work. 

(8) Get an editorial from your local papers, 
if you have the neessary influence, ¢welling 
upon the rapid strides made by the industry to 
date and predicting the expected growth of 
the future. 

(9) Put a slide on your screen NOW call- 
ing attention to the date, and renew that slide 
every week with a good selling argument. 

(10) Tie up with local advertisers, taking a 
full-page advertisement or a  double-truck 
spread, selling small spaces to those merchants 
for enough to pay for the entire advertisement. 
Make each merchant’s copy mention National 
Motion Picture Day. Write this copy yourself 
if you are apt at such things, but in any case 
be sure that the copy ties up directly with the 
day. 

(11) Keep your newspapers alive with notes 
regarding this day and little bits of history of 
the industry, from this moment on until 
November 19. 

(12) See that your program for that day is 
an outstanding one, and, if you are not sure, 
set it out and book in one you can bank on. 
Not necessarily a more expensive picture, but 
one that is good enough to be representative 
of the day. 


GREAT PUBLICITY FOR 
“DAYTIME WIVES” 


New York, Oct. 13.—The publicity campaign 
conducted by F. B. O. for ‘“‘Daytime Wives", a 
recent release, is admitted to have been one of 
the most successful in the history of picture 
exploitation. It ran in daily papers and Sun- 
day magazines for over five months, beginning 
last April. A great deal of space was given 
in many papers to the stories about the forma- 
tion in New York and ether cities of the Day- 
time Wives* League, made up of female 


stenographers. The purpose of the organization 
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was to help working girls achieve success, while 
the girls were to do everything possible to aid 
their employees. The papers literally ‘‘ate it 
up.” 

Regular incorporation charter was taken out 
and offices opened in New York. In June 
another drive was made for newspaper space, 
the New York Chapter of the ‘‘League’’ adopt- 
ing a baby. 

The publicity work is mainly credited to 
Paula Gould, of the F. B. O. publicity staff; 
Nat Rothstein, head of the department, and 
Hyatt Dabb, Hollywood publicity man for the 
company. 


ACTORS’ FUND SHOWS 
IN HOLLYWOOD 


New York, Oct 13.—The Actors’ Fund is to 
receive financial assistance in its annual ex- 
penditures from the moving picture industry in 
Hollywood in the new plan now inaugurated in 
that section. 

Daniel Frohman, president of the fund, has 
made three annual Visits to Hollywood in the 
interests of the fund to raise money towards 
its annual deficiencies, inasmuch as many mem- 
bers of the profession, identified now with pic- 
tures, are likely to become a charge of the 
fund thru sickness, physical disability, ete. 

The expense in that section will reach about 
$15,000 a year and in order to relieve the home 
office from financial assistance two annual 
benefits are to be given in Los Angeles similar 
to those now given in the East. These will 
be held at the largest theater in Los Angeles 
in place of the usual open-air festivals, as 
the latter entailed much time and labor upon 
the part of the artists participating. The bene- 
fits now proposed will require less of their 
time away from their daily occupations and 
will no doubt bring about the required result. 

A permanent benefit committee has been or- 
Zanized, which consists of W. T. Wyatt, the- 
ater manager; Mitchel Lewis, Fred Niblo, 
Charles A. Stevenson, Mark Larkin, of the 
Fairbanks Studio; Josephine Quirk, Wedgwood 
Nowell, Joseph DeGrass, Miss Fitzroy and Mrs. 
Collins, of The Los Angeles Herald. Winifred 
Kingston is the chairman. This committee will 
operate with the assistance of the local Holly- 
wood board of trustees of the Actors’ Fund, of 
which Frank E. Woods is the chairman. 

The impending performance of the Actors’ 
Fund is to take place at the Philharmonic 
Auditorium the latter part of this month, 
and will be under the stage direction of George 
Foster Platt. 

These annual performances will now avoid 
the necessity of the president of the fund 
making his annual visit to California in behalf 
of this object. 

The Actors’ Fund this year is interested in 
six benefits to be given in the East, in order 
to secure some $35,000, which is the difference 
between its present income and expenses. 


BALABAN & KATZ MAKE 
THEIR POLICY DEFINITE 


Chicago, Oct. 13.—Balaban & Katz, owners 
and managers of several of the finést motion 
picture palaces in the United States, all in 
Chicago, gave out an interview this week in 
which they explained their ideas in a clean- 
eut form. A. J. Balaban is quoted as saying 
that no matter how great a film production 
may be, the patrons should not be required 
to pay $2 for the privilege of seeing it. Mr. 
Balaban said that the tendency of the times 
—altho he put it in diferent words—are such 


that no picture should command more than 
popular prices. He suggested that New York 
can do as it pleases; that is New York’s busi- 
ness, He said that New York managers charged 
$2 to patrons to see ‘‘When Knighthood Was 
in Flower’, “Tess of the Storm Country’’,

When William Jennings 
Bryan returned after ‘this pilgrimage to the 
Tolstoy home in Russia, he often quoted the 
great Russian sage in his lectures Count 
Ilya Tolstoy has given over a thousand lec- 
tures in English-speaking countries. Ile has 
acquired a remarkably perfect command of the 


Enclish lagguage, or the American language 
rather, for he knows the best of the Ford 
jokes and slang, which enables him to bring 
serious ideas to his audiences in a manner 


that holds his audiences spellbound. 
The family of Tolstoy has been to Russia 
what Lincoln has been to America. It 


was 
our own Elbert Hubbard who compared the 
elder Tolstoy to the great prophets, Isaiah and 


Ezekiel, and it is certain that Tolstey was the 
greatest of the Christian philosophers. He did 
much to revive Christian truths and has had a 
tremendous influence upon the modern world.

Bach, Beethoven and Brahms might be a little shocked if they saw this great 
artist seated at a piano playing ragtime and the latest popular song to a group of 
intimates. Those who have enjoyed the pfivilege declare, however, that they would 
rather hear Kreisler ‘“‘ragging’? than many a well-meaning player reducing the 
classics to dust. 

Bach, we know, had an omnivorous musical appetite. 
tities of music and was not at all fastidious about its quality. Before starting to 
write he would play even the work of bad composers to ‘“‘warm himself up” Many 
people are astonished to find that Bach wrote quantities of “‘light’ music and had 
a keen sense of musical humor. 

If the transition is rot too violent, one may mention a brilliant young English 
composer who religiously attends every new revue. The jazzier it is, he tells his 
friends, the more he is musically edified. 

Huge Wolf said there’ are only two kinds of music—good and bad. Good 
music, however, is suppose—limited to that usually classified as 
“serious”® Anglo-Saxons occasionally have an unhappy knack of confusing the dull 
with the serious, and, what matters more, the serious with the dull. Shaw is, in 
many people’s opinion, the greatest and most serious dramatist of the present gen- 
eration, but he is also the wittiest. In the preface—written as a first aid to 
critics—of *“‘Major Barbara” he pointed out that nothing could be more ironically 
curious than the confrontation ‘‘Major Barbara’’ effected of the theater enthusiasts 
with the religious enthusiasts. ‘On the one hand was the playgoer, always seeking 
pleasure, paying exorbitantly for it, suffering unbearable discomforts for it, and 
hardly ever getting it. On the other hand was the Salvationist, repudiating gayety 
and courting effort and sacrifice, yet always . . laughing, joking, singing, re- 
joicing, drumming and tambourining. . . . And, if you please, the piaygoer 
de-pising the Salvationist as a joyless person, shut out from the heaven of the 
theater, self-condemned to a life of hideous gloom, and the Salvationist mourning 
over the playgoer as over a prodigal with vine leaves in his hair. . . .” 

That was twenty years ago and the misunderstanding between the theater en- 
thusiast’ and the religious enthusiast is now much less complete. Shaw's collation 
provides a loose but ‘ful analogy to a similar misconception that is still held by 
many music lovers. The too serious eoncertgoer mourns ever the music of the music- 
ball and revue as over a prodigal muse with straw in her hair, while the ‘‘jazzer’’ 
regards the devotees of Bach, Beethoven and Brahms as—borrowing a Cockney 
term—joyless ‘“‘solemn blokes” self-condemned to a life of hideous musical gloom.

A NEW STUDY OF SHAKESPEARE 


HERE are two traditional methods of constructing a biography of Shakespeare: 
T the pedantic and the fantastic. The pedantic method, an attempt to establish 

wholly unimportant points by means of microscopic textual criticism, gen ly 
tt results in the elaborate proof of an error. Vide Sir Sidney Lee. The fauntuostic 
method generally begins in imaginative conjecture and ends in Baconianism. Both 
are based on the assumption that we can learn nothing definite about the life of 
William Shakespeare. 

Professor Adams’ excellent biography is a counterblast against any such as- 
sumption. His life of Shakespeare shows scholarship and imagination reinforcing and 
clarifying each other. Under his hands the poet ceases to be a mystery, a divine 
accident, and takes on the proportions and contours of a familiar mortal. 

In the first place the author has examined all the traditional material and sorted 
it out according to its accuracy. It is certainly not the function of the critic to 
review the scholastic proof which Professor Adams adduces to support his state- 
ments; let it suffice to say that, in our opinion, he has almost never—and never in 
important matters—permitted his imagination to outstrip his evidence. The career 
which he outlines for our inspection is neither obscure nor astonishing. The poet 
was born into a substantial, almost wealthy, family, according to the rural standards 
of the time; he received an excellent education; h's marriage, following the custom 
of the verbal betrothal, was entirely conventional and probably happy enough; he 
entered London with the avowed purpose of establishing himself as a writer for 
the .theaters, and within five years was ranked among the most successful of his 
profession. Perhaps the most interesting contribution which Professor Adams has 
made to Shakespearean biography is his contention that during the six years be- 
tween the poet’s marriage and his going, up to London he taught school. This 
theory, ampl? subst: by the evidence, does much to dissipate the haze in 
which pedants and Baconians have disperted themselves, 

The legends he sorts out in the same manner, here rejecting, here affirming. 
For Sir Sidney Lee’s pet romance, that of the deer-stealing, he finds no evidence. 
On the other hand, the old tradition that Queen Elizabeth, desiring to see Falstaff 
in love, occasioned the composition of ‘‘The Merry’ Wives of Windsor’, receives 
yeasonable approval. The greatest test of a commentator on Shakespeare, of course, 
is his attitude towards the Sonnets, for in this case not only scholarship, but 
especially a feeling for poetic values is required. Professor Adams vindicates him- 
self as a critic by accepting these poems as autobiographical, and as a scholar by 
acknowledging that we can not ascertain the identity of the ‘“‘onlie begetter’. It 
my be added that he vindicates himself as a man of common sense by implying 
that the whole question of the ident'ty is unimportant. 

The biographer has further strengthened his work by delineating with care and 
some gusto the literary background of the period. His chapters on the Elizabethan 
theater, contemporary playwrights, and English life of the time are well documented

HANDEL’S AMAZING INDUSTRY 


By GERALD CUMBERLAND 


00 often have foolish scribblers presented Handel's personal superficialities—his 

sometimes eruptive temper, his enormous capacity for food and drink, even his 

broken English—as the indicative traits of a grotesque character; to the small 
these things are the reali things; but to those who estimate character by its core, 
they are not even the excrescences that mar a noble character. Like all artists 
who are great in their art, Handel was great as a man; he was one of a thousand 
examples that refute the theory that genius is a “‘malaise’® of the soul, or a 
“peculiarity”’ that functions apart from and irrespective of the intellectual and moral 
faculties. 

All great men have been indomitable workers. To the artist creation is life; 
it is the bodying forth of life. To him it is nothing if the act of creation is exces- 
sively painful, as it is with Joseph Courad; better far to embrace a crucifixion of 
the soul than remain sterile, for sterMity is death. Handel created passionately no 
matter what his outward circumstances might be. In the midst of poverty, the 
hostility of his fellows, and much physical agony—he suffered terribly from what, 
fin all “probability, was neuritie—he withdrew himself into the spacious and lofty 
chambers of his own soul, and tnere tasted the agony and delight of remolding the 
world to -his own desire. After his first English failure, Handel sat down and wrote 
an opera, ‘“Teseo’’, in twenty days; in twenty days also he wrote ‘*‘Tamerlane’’: 
the same space of time was spent on ‘Alexander's Feast’; “‘Giustino” was begun 
and finished in three weeks, and ‘‘only eight days after he had completed ‘Giustino’ 
he began ‘Arminio’, finished the first act in four days, and completed the whole opera 
in eichteen days’; finally, ‘““Messiah’’, the work that, above all others, has earried 
his living genius down to these strange times, was set upon paper from beginning 
to end in twenty days.

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PROHIBITIVE SHOW TAX 
IN SAVANNAH, GA. 


License of $6,500 a Day Charged— 
New Restrictive Clause on 
Account of Fair 


In commenting on the excessive tax of $6,500 
a day upon circuses and carnivals in Savannah, 
Ga., divided as follows: County, $5,000; city, 
$1,600. and State, $500, Charles Bernard, vet- 
erap circus man of Savannah, says: 

Aeron k legislation applying to circus licenses 
has been a epecialty with the Mayor and Alder- 
men of the city of Savannah during the past 
five or six years The last circus which the 
local citizens had opportunity to enjoy was 
Sparks’ World Fampus Shows in October, 1919. 
The Stewart Admin!stration began the year 1920 
with the $1,000 per day license for a circus to 
exhibit within the city limits. Council renewed 
the same prohibitive license for 1921 and thru 
influence brought to bear by the Savannah Fair 
officials in the fall of 1921 the Chatham County 
Commissioners announced action by them au- 
thorizing the collection of a county license of 
5,000 from any circus that attempted to give 
an exhibition any place in the county. This was 
done to shut sat the John Robinson Circus when 
its agents expressed a willingness to pay the 
exorbitant demands of the city. 

“A few weeks ago agents of the John Robin- 
son Circus endeavored to secure eity license to 
exhibit in Savannah October 22 and 23. Their 
efforts were again blocked by the city officials 
and the county commissioners at the request of 
President A. W. Merehouse of the Savannah 
Tri-State Fair, who is also a member of the 
City Council. He is the father of the latest 
freak license ordinance enacted by council at a 
recent meeting which continues the circus Ii- 
eense for the city of Savannah at $1,000 per 
day. with a new restrictive clause which pro- 
hibits the issuing of a license to any circus to 
exhibit in Savannah between October 1 and No- 
vernber 30, imclusive, and the county license of 
$5,000 per day continues in force to protect Mr. 
Morehouse’s Tri-State Fair. 

“This arbitrary freak legislation is not the 
voice of the people, but the action of a select 
few who are at the head of an incorporated 
fair, which is too weak to stand up in the face 
of legitimate competition. 

“There are 14,000 children of school age in 
Savannah who are not even permitted to enjoy 
a circus parade once in a twelve-month period 
and the city has had no revenue from circus 
licenses in four years.”’ 

The Savannah l’ress, issue of October 2, car- 
ried the following quotations from Mr. More- 
house; 

“If circuses would play fair the exposition 
management would not undertake to bar them, 
but for the past four years they have made it 
a practice to try to slip into Savannah the week 
before the fair and swipe $15,000 of our an- 
tietpated gate receipts This the people of 
Savannah will not permit.” 


ELEPHANT “CHARLEY” KILLED 


Los Angeles, Oct. 12.—*Charley”’, . Universal 
Film Company's trained elephant, noted as a@ 
bad elephant and who attacked his trainer about 
six months ago, resulting in a death sentence 
being passed upon him by studio heads, was 
killed last Thursday morning. It was done by 
Charles Murphy and Gus Warner, animal train- 
ers for the Hagenbeck Shows, and Harry Longs- 
daie, head of the studio arsenal, who fired the 
fatal shot. The elephant was bound to the 
floor with a heavy cable in order to prevent him 
from stampeding in case the first shot failed to 
kill. This precaution was unnecessary, as the 
bullet from the large caliber elephant gun em- 
bedded itself in the elephant’s heart. The heart 
was to be cut out and sent to the University 
of California's medical department. 

The order to kill “Charley’’ was received 
from Car! Laemmile, president of Universal. 
Laemmle feared for studio employees’ lives, 
which had been endangered recently by the 
*bull’s’”” rampages.

Miss Knox declared that the bills 
which led to the attachment had been incurred 
by Adgie Castillo, which seemed to be admitted, 
but saw no reason why the lions should be at- 
tached because of this, as Adgie was only work- 
ing for her and was not the owner of the lions 
at all. Furthermore, she claims, that she had 
suffered very much because of the sheriff's ac- 
tions in selling her lions and pointed ont that 
no one cared very much about seeing only two 
lions perform. As a result her troupe was breken 
up and the two remaining lions left idle. The 
case came before Judge John W. Banks, who 
found in spite of conflicting testimony of Mme. 
Castillo that the lions were the property of 
Louise Knox and gave fudgment for the plain- 
tiff for $1,540. An appeal was taken from the 
decision, Judge Burpee, who wrote the ovinion, 
held that there was no error to be found in the 
manner in which the ease had been conducted in 
the lower court.

Foghorn Clancy writes: ‘‘Dear Rowdy—This 
town of Fort Worth (better known as Cow- 
town) has literally gone wild over cowboy 
regalia Garfield Crawford, who conceived the 
idea of a Diamond” Jubilee Celebration here 
November 11-15, started them. This jubilee 
thing is supposed to take us all back to the 
time when Fort Worth was only a cow trail— 
hence the cowboy regalia. Three hundred base- 
ball fans who went to New Orleans with the 
local team wore cowboy hats and neckerchiefs, 
und by the time they returned there were 
300 homefolks wearing them.

cognito as Lord Renfrew, thereby escaping all 
the formalities and public and social obliga- 
tions that necessarily go with his official posi- 
tion.

His orders to his 
ranch manager, W, L. Carlyle, were that no 
special arrangements were to be made. He 
would eat the reguiar ranch food served in 
the regular ranch way. He breakfasted every 
morning at six. He caught up and saddled 
his own horse, rode the range with hig men, 
took a hand at the tractor, pitched bundles of 
grain, worked at the silo, rode thru the hills 
after coyotes—in fact, shot three of these 
range pests one morning—went duck hunting, 
shot prairie chickens and secured a nice bag 
of partridges; in fact, he just got out and 
did the usual work on a ranch, and enjoyed 
the fishing and hunting the same as his ranch- 
ing neighbors would indulge in. 


Admired by Cowboys 


The Prince is the friend of all the cow- 
punchers His democratic manner and the way 
in which he adapted himself so readily to their 
Ways and mannerisms made a great hit with 
the range men 

It will be remembered that he donated a 
beautiful silver trophy of a horse mounted 
upon an ebony base to go to the winner of 
the Canadian championship in the bucking 
horse riding contest held last July at the 
Stampede in conjunction with the Calgary Ex- 
hibition. On Thursday, September 27, he per- 
sonally presented the trophy to Pete Vandere- 
meer, of Calgary, the winner. The presenta- 
tion took place at the E. P. Ranch and was 
conducted in regular Western style. The Al- 
berta Shorthorn Breederg held their annual 
picnic at the ranch and were the guests of 
the Prince, as were also Premier Greenfield, 
Hon, George Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, 
and several other cabinet officials. Also the 
original ‘‘Big Four’’—George Lane, of the Bar 
U Ranch; P. Burns, of the N. L. Ranch: A. E. 
Cross of the A-7 Ranch, and A. E McLean, 
of the C. Y. Ranch These are four of Al- 
berta’s pioneer ranchmen and the financial 
backers of the original stampedes held in Qal- 
gary in 1912 and 1919, and are at the present 
time members of the committee of the stam- 
pede now held annually at Calgary in con- 
junction with the Calgary Exhibition. Presi- 
dent Dewey, Manager E. L. Richardson, Fred 
Johnston, Inspector Spaulding of the Mounted 
Police, C. P. McQueen, John Cahill, Apatin 
Smart and Chief Ritchie, all members of the 
Calgary Exhibition directorate, as well as Guy 
Weadick, manager of the Stampede, were also 
guests of the Prince, 


Stampede Features 


After the visitors had inspected the ranch 
and seen the stock imported, luncheon was 
‘ollowing this some roping and riding 
was indulged in by the cowboys. Guy Weadick, 
whose TS Ranch joins that of the Prince, 
was in charge of the cowboy work. He had 
brought over several of his outlaw horses for 
the occasion. In ‘order that the host might 
see just how bucking horses are bandled at 
the contests, one of the bucking horse chutes 
was shipped down to the ranch from the Cal- 
gary Exhibition grounds and set up at the 
corrals. A book of rules on the various stam- 
pede events was given to the Prince and 
everything of a technical nature explained to 
bim Several horses were ridden and from 
his remarks on the actions of the horses and 
riders it could easily be seen that he under- 
stood when a man was riding according to 
rules, 

Of course he asked to see Vanderemeer, the 
champion, ride ‘‘Alberta Kid"’, the champion 
bucking horse of the Stampede. Pete stayed 
on the horse, but he did not make what one 
would call a contest ride. He lost his left 
stirrup the second jump and his right one 
stayed pretty close to the cinch on the right 
side. Of course one could hardly blame him 
for not taking any chances on this horse 
when he was not contesting, but only giving 
an exhibition ride. 

Stock saddles of the wide swell fork variety 
do not appeal to the Prince of Wales as com- 
fortable. Mr Weadick loaned him a narrow 
fork saddle that he liked very much. In fact, 
he took the saddle back to England with him 
and commissioned Riley & McCormack, the 
Calgary saddiemakers, to make a new one for 
Weadick to replace the one he took, 


Likes Roping 


During his stay at his ranch the Prince was 
Visited several times by Guy Weadick, one of 
his neighboring ranchers, who gave him sev- 
eral lessons in roping The Prince is very 
keen on the handling of the lariat and worked 
so hard at it that when he left he was doing 
very well indeed. Flores La Due (Mrs, Guy 
Weadick) champion lady fancy roper, gave 
several demonstrations of her skill with the 
rope for her neighbor He has taken three 
ropes back to England with him, they having 
been given him by Weadick and La Due. He 
also wore the regulation Stetson hat and or- 
dered a pair of chaps, real cowboy  high- 
heeled boots and other equipment used by cow- 
punchers, all of which he took back to Eng- 
land with him. 


Cowboy Contests 


Mr. Weadick explained in detail the manner 
in which genuine cowboy contests are con- 
ducted in Canada, how the official organita- 
tion, the Canadian Cowboy Contest Managers’ 
Association governs such competitions: that the 
Kport is one being conducted as any other 
legitimate outdoor competitive event where 
official championship titles are being awarded 
to different districts and provinces, with the 
Canadian championship titles bein officially 
awarded at Calgary each year. Phe Prince 
expressed himself as being highly pleased with 
the stunts performed by the cowboys and was 
clad to present his annual trophy for the 
Canadian champion broncho rider, 

He repeatedly remarked upon the viciousness 
of the bucking horses and the absence of any 
ae either in the handling or the riding 
of them. 

Before leaving he said he hoped to visit his 
ranch every two years and in the meantime 
he will be kept advised as to the winners in 
the various events at the Stampede at Cal- 
Kary, where his trophy will be an annual in- 
centive to aspirants for the Canadian cham- 
Pionship title.

Wilmington. Generous space was allotted and 
was enclosed with a permanent fence There 
was a slide for boys and one for girls, which 
were continually c.imbed by lines of laughing 
youngsters A razzie dazzle operated by foot 
power was a center of attraction.

future depended abso’utely on what occurred 
this year and what kind of a fair I gave them. 

“I wish the readers of The Billboard could 
have attended the Kalamazoo fair. I think it 
was nicely laid out; at least the multitude of 
fair secretaries and concession people told me 
it was. I tried to balance it and I tried to 
give the people as much as possible for the 
least amount of money—in other words, the 
big idea was 100 per cent service at the lowest 
possible cost. Concession people say we gave 
the folks too much to see; well, we gave them 
the best and that is never too good when you 
are dealing with the public. If it's good will 
you're building, give ‘em plenty, and then 
some, and they are sold. 

“We gave them Mystie China, that wonderfal 
fireworks spec., and the night show increased 
thru all five nights; Wwe gave them a great free- 
act program and a great horse race program 
and five movies on the grounds and we had more 
State exhibits than the Miehigan State Fair 
had. The kiddies will never forget the 300 
golden pheasants and the baby reindeer and 
the live fish in running water and the wonderful 
furs from Michigan predatory animals. Folks 
marveled at the big tent of stuff from Michi- 


gan’s State prisons and Kalamazoo County 
schools, extension workers, the city itself and 
twenty-eight social agencies all combined in 


exhibits. We had up all of Paul Wolf's big 
tents—secretaries wondered where all the tops 
were going, but we used them, all on a two 
months’ promotion job. There wasn't a foot 
of tent space left; on one side of the midway 
we had sheep and hogs and poultry and cattle, 
fruits, flowers, vegetables, grains, ete.—products 
of the soil and live stock; on the other side of 
the midway the educational things which I 
have enumerated above. We pulled an auto 
show with 200 cers and for the first time the 
dealers’ association and the independents showed 
side by side. When you take a place and throw 


in 5,000 light bulbs, build a performing 
stand, put up forty tents, build a midway 
and make over a_ half-mile race track 


and set down for the people an honest-to-good- 


ness real fair you have turned a job. But it 
was the only kind of a fair Kalamazoo could 
have this year and go on next year. Now 


they are on their feet. As secretary of the 
Michigan Association of Fairs I couldn’t have 
put on any but the kind of a fair I did. It 
must be a good fair because good fairs go on

Existence 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 9.—The twenty-ninth an- 
nual celebration of the Ak-Sar-Ben Fall Festi- 
val at Omaha was a decided success in every 
particular, notwithstanding there were during 
the last week of September a number of days 
and evenings of very bad weather, coid and 
rainy. 

The horse races, held at Ak-Sar-Ben field, a 
new million-dollar exposition ground and race 
track, from September 11 to 29, inclusive, wes 
very well attended and was the most success 
ful meeting ever held in this country. Fully 
five hundred horses participated in the running 
races and purses were weil distributed among 
the owners. The automobile races that were 
to have been given Sunday, September 16, were 
postponed on account of rain, but were held 
Sunday, September : 

“Only one night at the carnival grounds was 
a complete failure,’’ says Secretary Chas. R 
Gardner. “The evening of Friday, September 
28, witnessed the heaviest downpour of rain 
ever experienced in this country, so the re 
ceipts that night were nil The _carnival or 
jubilee grounds opened September and closed 
Saturday evening, October 6 There were a 
little over 90,000 paid admissions at the gates. 
Snapp Bros.’ Shows did a very good business; 
all concessions made money The [ot was small 
and rather crowded, but was centrally located, 
and it is indeed pleasant to be able to say 
there were no arrests on the grounds nor a 
report of pocket picking or anything of that 
sort. The concessionaires and carnival people 
conducted themselves very well and we did not 
have a complaint of any sort from the patrons. 
The receipts on the whole were very gratifying 
to the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben and with twenty- 
nine years’ experience in operating the jubilee 
grounds in this town this is the third largest 
net receipts we have ever had. 

“On aecount of the criticism of carnival 
companies as well as the information sent out 
by the Legislative Committee of the Show- 
men’s League, we Were alert this year to pre- 
vent any crooked work and quite naturally felt 
very good that everything went off without 
criticism. 

‘One of our very good attractions was Dare- 
Devil (Miller) Dyanshine, who attracted large 
crowds with his act of escaping from a strait- 
jacket while suspended from the top of a 
building 250 feet in the air. This was the 
only free act that we used and it was very 
successful.’

business associates, James McGrath, E. Thos. 
Beatty and Daye Kraus, which was objected 
to by S. W. Manheim, who had no objection 
to Mr. Herk coming in to head the M. B. A., 
but objected to the others on the theory that 
the M. B. A. would pass out of the hands of 
the original organizers and pass into complete 
control of the Herk faction. 

Mr. Manheim is vice-president of the M. B. 
A. and controls several theaters and shows on 
the Mutual Circuit, and in his objections to the 
Herk faction taking over complete control of 
the M. B. A. he had the personal support of 
Dr. R. G. Tunison, treasurer of the M. B. A., 
who also controls the Lyric Theater, Newark, 
N. J., and several shows on the Mutual Circuit. 

Taking the reins in their own hands Messrs. 
Manheim and Tunison called several meetings 
of the board of directors and it was decided to 
call a special meeting of the board of directors 
and stockholders for Wednesday, at which time 
the board of directors laid all the facts before 
the stockholders and an immediate reorganiza- 
tion took place that resulted in the resignation 
of John G. Jermon, who finally became known 
as an official director and stockholder; likewise 
the resignation of Al Singer and Charles Frank- 
lyn from the board of directors. 

Mr. Jermon formerly held 23 shares of the 
M. B. A. stock, and, as per previous agree- 
ment, gave the other members the first oppor- 
tunity of purchasing hig stock holdings, which 
was done by an amicable arrangement between 
those present. 

With Messrs, Jermon, Singer and Franklyn 
out of the board of directors, an election took 
Place and the new board of directors are: 
George E. Lothrop, manager of the Howard, 
Boston, Mass.; Sam Raymond, manager of the 
Str and Gayety theaters, Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
Henry Goldenberg, Hon. Nicols, manager of the 
Folly Theater, Baltimore, Md.; Louis Epstein, 
manager of the Majestic Theater, Scranton, 
Pa.; Dr. BR. G. Tunison, manager of the Lyric 
Theater, Newark, N. J.; 8. W. Manheim, 


manager of several theaters in the West, and 
Bert Todd, a business associate of Mr. Man- 
heim. For the most part they are franchise- 
holding producing managers of shows on the 
Mutual Circuit, with big financial interests at 
stake. 

With the board of directors in office, they 
proceeded to appoint an executive committee, 
which will handle all the business of the 
M. B. A. and its booking of theaters and shows, 
likewise the engagement of performers for the 
Mutnal Cirenit. The executive committee con- 
sists of Sam Raymond, chairman; Bert Todd, 
Al Singer and Charles Franklyn. 

Bert Todd will be in complete charge of the 
M. B. A, offices in the Navex Building, this 
city, which is the headquarters of the M. B. A. 

Since Wednesday the executive committee has 
been busily engaged bringing order out of 
chaos by liquidating liabilities which it 
claims are only minor, such as to be found in 
all businesses of the magnitude of the M. B. A. 

One of the first things it says it did was 
to buy back its contract with the costumers 
and make provisions for the settlement of all 
claims held by scenery makers. 

At the present time there are twenty-four 
fully equipped shows on the circuit, with 
twenty-three playing weeks. This will in all 
probability be revised during the week, as it 
is expected that two houses on the circuit will 
be withdrawn, but there are others being 
negotiated to take their place. Mr. Todd, who 
is now in full charge of the publicity bureau, 
said that the companies were all intact and 
that, with the addition of several houses in 
the West, there would be epenings for other 
companies on the circuit. 

During a conference of executive committee 
members yesterday, in which we were invited to 
sit, they one and all declared that immediate 
orders would be issued to all houses and shows 
that presentations must be purged of all ob- 
jectionable features that will in any way tend 
to offend normal-minded men, women and chil- 
dren. They were emphatic in their declaration 
that the so-called and accepted ‘local option’’ 
request of managers for lewd shows would not 
be tolerated, and if local managers insist on 
that kind of shews that the houses will be 
dropped from the Mutual Circuit, and the same 
is applicable to companies which do it in dis- 
regard of orders from local managers not to do 
so. In the event that a performer resorts to 
lewdness in his or her work, after being duly 
warned not to do s0, the performer will be 
ordered off the cireuit and listed as undesirable. 

It matters not what the errors of the past 
may have been im omission or commission by 
the M. B. A., the present reorganizers should 
be given the benefit of the doubt as to their 
future management of the M. B. A., and it is 
up to everyone in any way interested in the 
Mutual Circuit theaters or shows to give them 
the support that is due to those who are 
striving hard to protect the best interests of 
those identified with theaters and shows on the 
circuit and lift the name of burlesque from 
the mire that some few misguided, avaricious 
managers and performers are now dragging it 
into. If the present executives of the M. B. A. 
will follow the example set for them by the 
executives of the Columbia Circuit, they need 
have no fear of any further activities on the 
part of their dissatisfied producers seeking the 
aid of Sam A. Scribner to counsel them in the 
organization of another circuit to replace the 
Mutual, NELSE.
